Price-Maintenance Plan Outlawed 


_Price-maintenance plans have again been 
disapproved by the United States Supreme 
Court in a decision upholding the authority 
and power of the Federal Trade Commission 
to order a discontinuance of the practices em- 
bodied in the system of marketing employed 
by the Beech Nut Packing Co. But once 
again, the decision of the highest court con- 
demns the means and not the purpose of the 
endeavor to prevent the cutting of the price 
of an article marketed under a proprietary 
name, and it is held in the opinion that the 
order of the Federal Trade Commission in- 
volved in the controversy was too broad in 
condemning the simple practice of refusing to 
sell to dealers who failed to adhere to the 
designated resale price. 

Although thus limited to form rather than 
fact, the decision of the Supreme Court is far 
from unanimous, four of the nine justices dis- 
senting with opinions which consider the acts 
complained of to be other than unfair or re- 
strictive. As in the recent “Hardwood” case, 
the division of the court on a question so 
widely affecting commercial practices is to be 
regretted. It leaves the honest merchandizer 
in a quandary as to his rights in the protection 
of his good will. Something more than a 
year ago the Federal Trade Commission itself 
expressed an opinion which in effect declared 
the harmfulness, even to the consuming pub- 
lic, of flagrant price-cutting. - Justice Day, in 
giving the opinion in the Beech Nut case, 
makes it clear that under the Sherman act “a 
trader is not guilty of violating its terms who 
simply refuses to sell to others, and he may 
withhold his goods from those who will not 
sell them at the prices he fixes at the resale.” 
The court holds, however, that the case under 
consideration falls within the purview of the 
trade commission act and hinges upon the 
means employed in carrying out a purpose 
which the anti-trust act does not prohibit. 
When the aforementioned opinion of the trade 
commission is considered in connection with 
these dicta of the highest court, the key to 
the at first sight involved decision in the 
Beech Nut case is disclosed. 

The Beech Nut Packing Company was 
charged, for one thing, with keeping a list of 
price-cutters and with regulating its dealings 
with intermediate traders in accordance with 
their respect for the company’s wishes re- 
garding such undesirable dealers. This prac- 
tice has long been condemned by the courts 
in their construing of the statutes having to 
do with monopoly and restraint of trade. The 
only new point in this latest decision along 
the same line is that raised by Justice Mc- 
Reynolds in his dissenting opinion when he 
states that there was a stipulation between 
the trade commission and the company that 
the latter’s system did not constitute a price 
fixing contract. Doubtless the majority of 
the court believed the implication of an agree- 
ment to be tantamount to an expression, 

Another factor in the Beech Nut system 
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which was alleged to differentiate it from a 
simple act of refusing to sell to price cutters 
was the practice of collecting information 
from dealers and through agents, upon which 
to base judgment as to the desirability of 
specific traders. This practice has possibili- 
ties which give excuse for its being inter- 
preted as a combination in restraint of trade, 
ven freed from the corollary of jealousy or 
selfishness among dealers, such an under- 
standing, involving espionage, can scarcely be 
considered fair trading. 

The full text of the Beech Nut decision is 
not at hand, but from available excerpts it 
would appear that the reasoning of the court 
was based largely upon the factors referred 
to in the two immediately preceding para- 
graphs, coupled with the serial numbering of 
packages. If so, it would seem that no com- 
plaint under the anti-trust or unfair competi- 
tion statutes would lie if a manufacturer 
would judge a price-cutter on first-hand evi- 
dence and would refuse to sell any dealer be- 
cause adjudged a price-cutter or for any other 
reason. As long as the present system of 
commercial distribution obtains, the legal as- 
surance of 100 per cent. price-maintenance is 
scarcely practicable. The power of the pro- 
prietor follows the goods so far and no 
farther. He may cut off intermediate sources 
of supply through which goods reach price- 
cutters ; he may refuse to sell to price-cutters, 
but he may not bind either—and apparently 
he has no redress for the damage done him in 
the depreciating of the public value of his 
wares through price cutting. 

The question of price-maintenance is but 
little removed from its status at the time 
when the first price-fixing complaint was 
lodged, albeit the detriment of price cutting, 
meanwhile, has got wider recognition. The 
matter appears to rest wholly upon the inter- 
pretation of the prohibited unfair competi- 
tion. Cutting the price of a trade-named 
product below the level at which other deal- 
ers are able to sell unless they, too, distribute 
operating costs so that other products bear 
an excessive proportion, is clearly unfair 
competition. It would, therefore, seem in 
order for some dealer who suffers damages 
through the price-cutting practices of a com- 
petitor to sue under the trade commission 
act. 

It should not be difficult for a manufac- 
turer to show that price-cutting has caused 
dealers to cease handling his product, or at 
least, to curtail their purchases. This should 
afford opportunity for a manufacturer to seek 
redress in the courts. Legal actions involv- 
ing price-maintenance have been too largely 
one-sided as to the complaining party. It is 
time that the manufacturer undertook an of- 
fensive campaign, not merely seeking re- 
straint of the price-cutter, but making dam- 
ages his objective. 


Reparation Dyes Import Allowed 


Although a deal of mystery still surrounds 
the terminating of the relations of the De- 
partment of State with the Textile Alliance in 
connection with the importation and distri- 
bution of German reparation dyes, the can- 
cellation of the agreement does not prevent 
the entry of such dyes. In fact, the Textile 
Alliance plans to function in that direction. 
The difference in the status of that organi- 
zation is that it will not have the exclusive 
agency. 

A lengthy document, said to be a confiden- 
tial communication from the head of the Tex- 
tile Alliance to its members, but in some 
manner transpiring, expresses the opinion 
that “the desire of the Department of State 
to be relieved of financial responsibility and 
to cancel the existing arrangement .. . is 
due to activity on the part of certain agents 
for German dye manufacturers.” If the par-

tion of German reparation goods were to re- 
dound exclusively to the profit of German 
agents, the condition would be a sorry one. 
Perhaps such agents will be enabled to par- 
ticipate in the marketing of reparation dyes, 
but such participation is open to all licensed 
importers. Those desiring to get reparation 
dyes must, however, make application to the 
Reparations Commission, and only such dyes 
as are admissible under the embargo provi- 
sions of the emergency tariff act may be in- 
cluded in reparation importations. The mat- 
ter of whose is the profit is rather a hazy 
one. Hazy, too, are statements about im- 
porters purchasing reparation dyes. 

The United States does not intend to fore- 
go its privileges in connection with German 
reparations. The Department of State does 
not object to private importing agencies pro- 
curing dyes from the Reparations Commis- 
sion. Its position is merely that, insofar as 
it is concerned, there shall be no one agency 
to handle such dyes exclusively. Its: reasons 
are best known to itself. 


Substitutes Under the Embargo 


When the Secretary of the Treasury re- 
moved fusel oil from the list of synthetic or- 
ganic chemicals subject to the embargo pro- 
visions of the emergency tariff act, he was 
guided by the advice of experts in his and 
other governmental departments. The Dis- 
trict of Columbia Court of Appeals has ruled 
that he was well advised. At least, that judi- 
cial body has opined that it had no technical 
knowledge which would support a different 
classification. 

The ruling of the appellate court was based 
on a consideration of an allegation that fusel 
oil should be denied importation, not because 
an adequate supply of the substance is ob- 
tainable in this country at a reasonable price, 
but on the grounds that butyl alcohol, which 
is abundantly produced here, is a perfect sub- 
stitute for fusel oil in its several uses. A nice 
point of the scope of the purpose of the em- 
bargo provision is raised in this connection. 
Fusel oil is a by-product of alcoholic distilla- 
tion. In view of the legally enforced curtail- 
ment of the production of alcohol in this 
country, the supply of fusel oil is rather re- 
stricted. Butyl alcohol production is one of 
the newer developments in American organic 
chemistry. Butyl alcohol is designed to re- 
place fusel oil, which cannot be manufactured 
profitably here because of the condition men- 
tioned above. Butyl alcohol has little com- 
mercial usefulness except in the replacing of 
fusel oil. How can the important organic 
chemical enterprise, the manufacture of butyl 
alcohol, be protected, if foreign-made substi- 
tutes are to be allowed to enter to compete at 
market-grabbing prices?

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BEECH NUT PRICE FIXING PLAN 
DISAPPROVED BY SUPREME COURT 


Five to Four Decision Holds That Company’s Methods Exceed 
Right of Refusal to Sell — Trade Commission 
Order Modified 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4, 1922. 


The first session of the United States 
Supreme Court after the holidays was 
marked by a very important decision in 
the Beech Nut Packing Co. case which 
interpreted the Federal Trade Commission 
act, defined still further lawful trade 
methods, and held the Beech Nut company 
guilty of unfair competitive trade prac- 
tices. The court rejected the company’s 
request for an injunction against the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission to prevent en- 
forcement of its order requiring the com- 
pany to cease and desist from its methods 
of maintaining resale prices 

It was a 5 to 4 decision 
highest court overruled the United 
Circuit Court Appeals in New 
which in 1920 had decided against the 
commission in its oversy with the 
Beech Nut company. Justices McKenna, 
Holmes, McReynolds and Brandeis dis- 
sented, but the majority opinion of the 
court held that the company, by alleged 
co-operative methods with its customers 
and distributors, has been using a great 
many devices other than restrictive con- 
tracts to enforce the maintenance of resale 
prices; that by methods it enhanced 
the price of its products

cult Court of Appeals. 
Trade Commission had 
company's resale plan an unfair 
method of competition, alleging that the 
company required its purchasers to agree 
to maintain or resell its products at 
standard selling prices and that it re- 
fused to its products to those who 
would not agree to maintain such prices. 
The case related to chewing gum and 
food products in particular. The com- 
pany’s purpose was declared by the com- 
mission to be to extend the sale of its 
products by such methods and to destroy 
competition. The plan contemplated the 
reporting of price cutting to the Beech 
Nut company, the keeping of a record of 
purchasers and their activities, the pre- 
vention of offending dealers obtaining fur- 
ther supplies of company products, and 
various other devices. 

The opinion of the Supreme Court re- 
cites the findings of the commission in 
detail. Dealers in the drug and candy 
and tobacco lines were particularly aimed 
at in the plan. Those to whom the com- 
pany would sell were designated as 
“selected” or “desirable” dealers The 
company’s policy included the issuance of 
price lis circulars and letters to the 
trade, showing suggested uniform resale 
prices, and the requesting of selected 
dealers to sell only to others maintaining 
the resale policy. The activities of_ the 
Beech Nut company are told in detail by 
the court. 
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Tae judgment of 
Appeals is reversed and the cause re- 
manded to that court with instructions 
to enter judgment in conformity with 
this opinion.

There are two dissenting opinions in 
the Beech Nut case, one by Justice Mc- 
Reynolds and the other by Justice Holmes. 
In the latter Justices McKenna and 
Brandeis concur. 

Justice McReynolds says there is: no 
question of monopoly. He opines that 
there was a stipulation between the com- 
mission and tae company that the latter’s 
merchandising methods don’t constitute 
a contract for fixing resale prices, and 
that the court should not have gone be- 
hind that. But for that stipulation, he 
says, he should think the detailed facts 
sufficient to support a finding that there 
were such agreements. The dissenting 
op.nion defends certain phases of the 
company’s policy. 

The other dissenting opinion is largely 
an expression of personal views, which 
are that the company’s policy involved 
no wrong and is not unfair competition.

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FLAXSEED AND OIL 
PROTECTION ASKED 


Senator Ladd Claims High 
Tariff Necessary for Sur- 
vival of American 
Crushers 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5, 1922. 

Failure of sufficient tariff protection 
for the flax and linseed oil industry will 
be followed not only by the death of 
those industries, but also by the transfer 
of the varnish and paint industries to 
foreign countries, Senator Ladd, of North 
Dakota, predicted before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Finanee at the next to final 
tariff hearing before that body. The 
Senator located the oil, paint and var- 
nish industries of the future largely in 
Argentina under the circumstances above 
indicated. That country is the chief 
source of competition with the American 
flax and oil industries, said Dr. Ladd, 
although there is some competition from 
Canada and has been considerable in the 
past from Russia. 

Senator Ladd asked that the tariff rate 
flaxseed be increased from 25 cents 
bushel, as it is in the Fordney tariff bill 
passed by the House of Representatives, 
to 40 cents, and that the tariff on linseed 
oil be raised from 214 cents per pound in 
the present bill to 3% cents, which he 
estimated is equivalent to 26 cents per 
gallon.

Crushing Industry Said to Suffer 


under this measure of protection, 
Senator Ladd, the oil crush- 
ing industry is being destroyed, owing to 
large importations of oil replacing flax- 
seed formerly imported and crushed in 
this country. With a 40-cent duty on 
flaxseed, he told the committee, America 
can produce and crush all she needs to 
supply the domestic demand for linseed 
oil. The 1920 acreage in flaxseed, he 
said, was only half that of 1910. At this 
rate, he declared, there will be no flax 
industry in two years. The farmers of 
America would be benefited indirectly as 
well as directly from the withdrawal of 
5,000,000 aer from wheat cultivation 
and its conversion into flaxseed. 

Senator Ladd filed a brief which 
understood to be satisfactory to the oil 
crushers. They are represented to be 
willing that the farmer have a duty on 
flaxseed if they get a compensatory duty 
on oil. Half of the crushing mills are 
closed down, with prices below_the pre- 
war level, the Senator said. The com- 
mittee appeared to be favorably im- 
pressed by Senator Ladd’s argument. |

Nobody expected that any sudden 
change in the tone of the market or 
the character of demand would result 
from the passing of 1921 and the com- 
ing of the year which it has been so 
freely predicted will be the greatest 
in paint and varnish circles. The 
paint industry is optimistic, but what 
it looks for is a steady improvement, 
not a sensational one. In point of 
fact, last year was not a bad one in 
this industry; it was an exceptionally 
good one in some branches of the paint 
business. 

Last week was very much like the 
week before in most of the paint ma- 
terials markets. In most lines very 
‘material price reductions were made 
during the year, and, while there has 
been talk recently of still further cut- 
ting in some directions, the beginning 
of the year finds prices well estab- 
lished in most lines, with the pos- 
sibility that they will be well main- 
tained. Producers as a rule take the 
stand that all decreases in produc- 
tion costs have been fully discounted 
by the price reductions which have 
already been made. Last year some 
important price reductions were made 
in January, but it does not follow 
that such a thing will be found pos- 
sible this year. Consumers, however, 
seem to feel that if any price changes 
are to be made before the spring sea- 
son, they will not be held back long, 
and perhaps this is having a little 
temporary influence on demand. 


In the detailed reports of the mar- 
ket following will be found a record 
of some of the important declines in 
prices of paint materials which oc- 
curred during 1921, and the record is 
impressive enough to show that paint- 
ing during the coming spring will not 
be as expensive, at least as far as 
materials are concerned, as it was last 
spring, and the difference is great 
enough to have an important bearing 
upon consumption. The experts who 
have investigated building conditions 
present very definite ideas as to what 
may be expected during the coming 
year. They seem to agree that it 
will be a good year in a general way, 
but say that construction of farm 
buildings will not be great, and that 
the outlook in the strictly agricultural 
Stat@s is not promising. The paint 
industry has already discovered that 
its most unsatisfactory business is 
found at the present time in farm- 
ing communities. One report of prob- 
able construction this year says that 
California leads all the other States 
with respect to new _ construction 
planned, with a promise of active work 
in the East and many sections of the 
Central West. This report also takes 
a rather optimistic view of conditions 
in the South. Much _ residential 
building is expected in practically all 
the cities of the country. 

There were no changes reported in 
pigment prices during the week, and 
dry colors held at the same level. 

This is the time of the year when 
the big paint distributing organiza- 
tions are getting their men together 
and talking over plans for the coming 
season. The first few weeks of the 
year will be largely given over to 
planning how to get the increased 
business that is expected to be booked 
within the next few months. The re- 
ports made at the different salesmen’s 
conferences by the field men, who 
study trade conditions in the differ- 
ent territories more carefully than it 
is possible for executive heads to study 
them, are most encouraging. It is ad- 
mitted that the prospects for an ac- 
tive demand from some sources are 
not the best, but this is offset by pros- 
pects of a better than normal demand 
from some other sources.

allow the raw material markets in the 
lead pigments and zine oxide industry 
to be made the basis of a price re- 
duction, and manufacturers of dry col- 
ors do not find that the raw material 
they are using are getting any cheaper.

PIG LEAD AND ZINC 


PIG LEAD.—The market was quiet 
last week, but it showed no signs of 
weakness. On the other hand, the un- 
dertone of the market was firm, and 
there seemed to be little expectations 
of a decline. The price was at the 
same level at which it has been for 
some time, the quotation for New York 
delivery being 4.7 cents per pound, and 
for East St. Louis delivery 4.4 cents. 

ZINC.—There was not much activity 
in the market during the period, and 
little change in conditions or senti- 
ment. At the close of the week New 
York delivery was quoted at 5.15 cents 
per pound, as compared with 5.2 cents 
a week before, and East St. Louis de- 
livery was unchanged at 4.8 cents. 


PIGMENTS 


There was nothing out of the routine 
in the pigment markets last week. It 
was rumored that some price changes 
might be expected in the near future, 
but no such announcements were made 
during the period. Producers and dis- 
tributors are planning for an aggres- 
sive selling campaign for spring busi- 
ness, and the outlook is generally con- 
sidered to be good. 

BARYTES.—There has been a great 
deal more foreign barytes imported re- 
cently than has found its way into the 
paint material market, and the trade 
is wondering what has become of it all. 
As yet no new prices have been an- 
nounced by domestic producers, but it 
is just a little too early in the year to 
expect price changes. Last week do- 
mestic was still quoted at $23 per ton, 
f. o. b. works, with imported quoted in 
this market at $32@35 per ton. 

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Jan. 5, 1922,

A sharp advance in turpentine was 
the leading event of the past week in 
the local market for naval stores. The 
rise was due largely to a rather marked 
falling off in the receipts in southern 
markets, though an improvement in 
the demand was also a strengthening 
factor. At the close on Friday the 
market was 5c. higher than at the 
close on the previous Saturday, with 
the tone decidedly firm and the ten- 
dency of prices still apparently up- 
ward. 

The movement of the crop has 
steadily diminished of late, and ac- 
cording to some in the trade there is 
no likelihood of any material increase 
in arrivals at primary centers, the 
holdings among producers in the in- 
terior having been largely disposed of. 
The statistical situation, already bull- 
ish, is expected to grow _ steadily 
stronger during the remainder of the 
season. 

There was not much change in the 
position of rosin either here or in the 
South. Locally, however, a small ad- 
vance occurred, owing mainly to the 
strength of turpentine, though some 
increase in the demand also contrib- 
uted to the firmer tone. 

Sentiment in local naval stores with 
respect to the outlook for trade during 
the remainder of the season is rather 
optimistic. The opinion of many is 
that better times are ahead and recent 
developments have been of a kind to 
strengthen that. belief. The feeling 
among not a few in the primary cen- 
ters is also rather buoyant as regards 
the future of both turpentine and rosin, 
according to advices latterly received 
here. With supplies among domestic 
consumers and dealers small, an in- 
crease in demand is looked upon as 
merely a matter of time. 

Stocks in the hands of producers are 
steadily diminishing, the reduction in 
recent weeks, according to the under- 
standing of many, having been marked, 
especially in the case of turpentine, 
though a substantial decrease is also 
believed to have occurred in stocks of 
rosin in first hands, 

The requirements of domestic con- 
sumers of turpentine during the re- 
mainder of the winter are expected to 
run in excess of normal, as building 
and painting operations, though less 
‘active than recently, owing to unfa- 
vorable weather, are nevertheless on a 
scale not usually witnessed at this 
period of the year. These operations 
are expected to increase with better 
weather, and as supplies among deal- 
ers everywhere are small, any change 
in the volume of purchases is likely to 
be in the’nature of improvement. 

As for export trade, a renewal of 
buying on an increased scale by for- 
eign houses is anticipated in the not 
distant future. Consumers of turpen- 
tine in the United Kingdom are be- 
lieved to be in need of supplies of the 
American product. Germany and the 
Mediterranean countries also need 
fresh stocks of rosin, it is contended, 
while supplies of both turpentine and 
rosin in Canada are believed to have 
been reduced materially in _ recent 
months. 

The value of the naval stores ex- 
ported from the United States during 
the eleven months ended with Novem- 
ber, 1921, according to official statis- 
tics, was $10,197,203, against $33,016,- 
3943 in the same time in 1920, and $29,- 
144,720 in 1919. 


TURPENTINE 


turpentine was up- 
last week and at the close on 

88%4c. per gallon was de- 
manded, showing an advance for the 
week of 6c. per gallon.

TAR AND PITCH.—No new fea- 
tures of importance developed in the 
local market for tar during the past 
week. In some quarters a better inquiry 
was noted, but there were no transac- 
tions of consequence reported. Con- 
sumers are -believed to be carrying 
very small supplies, but they show no 
disposition to anticipate needs. There 
was no increase in offerings, however, 
and the market remained steady. 

At the close of the period $10 per 
barrel was quoted for kiln burned and 
$9 for retort. There was no change in 
the position of pitch. A fair inquiry 
was noted for small quantities, and the 
market retained a steady tone. At the 
close of the week $6 per barrel was 
quoted. 

PINE, ROSIN AND TAR OILS.—A 
fair inquiry was reported for rosin oil 
though such transactions as were re- 
ported were limited to comparatively 
small quantities, consumers being 
averse to anticipating.

There was general selling also on un- 
favorable reports in regard to financial 
conditions at Chicago, while a falling 
off in the demand for linseed oil also 
had more or less effect. On the de- 
cline, traders and crushers made pur- 
chases and prices rallied. 

Argentine crop news did not have 
much weight, although some of the re- 
ports from that country were still of a 

rather bullish character. Prices at 
Buetios Aires weakened, but part of the 
loss was recovered subsequently. 

The weekly Argentine statistics made 
a bullish showing, a further decrease 
being reported in the visible supply, 
while the shipments diminished. The 
decrease in the visible supply for the 
week was 400,000 bushels, the total be- 
ing cabled at 3,200,000 bushels, against 
3,600,000 a week ago. Recently the 

visible was 4,000,000 bushels. 

The shipments from Argentina for 
the week were 871,000 bushels, against 
1,279,000 in the previous week and 749,- 
000 last year. Of last week’s ship- 
ments, 41,000 were for the United 
States, 190,000 for the United Kingdom, 
and 592,000 for the Continent. 

Liquidation of long accounts was 
something of a feature of the trading 
in speculative markets in the North- 
west. This was due to the break in 
wheat and other commodities follow- 
ing unfavorable financial developments 
in Chicago. The setback, however, was 
regarded as merely temporary by some. 

The feeling in regard to the probable 
course of prices in the spring is ap- 
parently as bullish as ever owing to 
the change in the character of the Ar- 
gentine crop news and the belief that 
building and painting operations will 
be very active causing a large con- 
sumption of linseed oil. 

There was good buying of the May 
optfon on declines in the primary mar- 
ké@ts, partly by crushers. Receipts 
continued light despite a recent reduc- 
tion in freight rates. Fancy seed is 
scarce, the supply being inadequate for 
the demand. Stocks at country sta- 
tions are generally light, supplies at 
some points having been entirely 
cleaned up. The quantity held in pub- 
li¢ and private elevators showed a fur- 
tier decrease during the week. The 
tdtal deliveries on contracts at Minne- 
apolis during December were 276,000 
bushels. 

An English authority under date of 
December 20, 1921, says:—The Conti- 
nent continues to be a rather keen 
buver, and we note that a cargo of 
over 4,000 tons shipped for orders has 
béen taken by Holland, while no less 
than 17,000 tons of this week’s Plate 
shipments has been taken by Conti- 
néntal countries. As regards prospects 
for forward supplies, we cannot discern 
anything in the international situation 
that is likely to cause any scarcity dur- 
ing the next six months at least, in 
spite of the smaller estimates of the 
Afgentine crop which have been circu- 
lating. If Argentina has a million tons 
(mew and old) for export in the com- 
ing year, which is the figure our agent 
reckons, and India furnishes 300,000 
tons, which is not an extreme figure in 
view of the exceedingly good prospects 
of the growing crop, we have a total 
supply of 1,300,000 tons from the two 
pncipal exporters, which indeed a 
substantial quantity, and sufficient, we 
think, to supply the needs of import- 
ers.” 

Business in the local market for lin- 
sed oil was quieter during the week 
ufider review. Few transactions of 
consequence were reported in spot oil, 
afid large consumers did not manifest 
mgbch interest in futures, though some 
sa@Jes were reported for March-April 
d@ivery. No change occurred in crush- 
ers’ quotations, but reports were cur- 
rent of among second hands at 
2a, below figures named by crush- 
ers.

Some of the seed de- 
livered had no transit left because of the fact 
that it had been in store so long that all 
transit privileges had expired, but one of the 
big crushing.companies did not seem to care 
much whether the seed had transit or not and 
accepted proffers of it on December contracts 
cheerfully.

FLAXSEED CAKE AND MEAL 


There was some falling off in the 
demand for linseed cake and meal last 
week, but there was no relaxation of 
the firm tone that has characterized 
the market for some time past. Sup- 
plies are small and scarcity is expected 
to continue for some time to come, as

crushers have apparently sold their 
output well ahead, There are said to be 
many unfilled domestic orders on the 
books of makers, and although foreign 
buyeres have held aloof from the mar- 
ket of late, it is expected that they will 
reappear in the near future. Nominal 
quotations at the close were $49@50 
per ton for cake and $51@52 for meal. 

After showing some decrease for a 
time, due to the holidays, demand for 
meal in the Northwest broadened again 
and a further increase in business is 
anticipated in the not distant future. 
The market remained firm throughout 
the week, with the offerings light. Pro- 
ducers are not inclined to offer at all 
freely for February delivery and little 
is being offered for January, the output 
having been largely sold, 

Business in meal in primary markets 
was rather quiet in comparison with 
recent weeks, but the falling off in the 
demand was regarded as merely tempo- 
rary. Most of the producers are sold 
ahead for the remainder of the month 
and the offerings for later delivery 
were generally light. The market was 
firm and at the close of the past week 
$43@44 per ton, f. o. b. Minneapolis, 
was quoted. 


The exports of cake and meal during 
the eleven months ended with Novem- 
ber last were 610,124,855 pounds, 
against 196,801,901 pounds in the same 
time in 1920 and 315,134,378 pounds in 
the corresponding period of 1919.

WINDOW GLASS 


December was a good month in the 
window glass business, and almost as 
much demand developed as there was 
during the previous month.

There has been a good deal 
of talk about lower priced window 
glass, in spite of the fact that last fall 
representatives of the makers were 
busy making addresses and taking 
other means of explaining why no 
price reduction was possible, in spite 
of a great reduction in wages. 

Now that the government has started 
a fight against the hand factory oper- 
ators and made the charge that prices 
are unreasonably high, there may be 
some disposition to hold back orders in 
the hope of a price reduction, but the 
best posted men in the industry do not 
seem to expect anything of the sort. 
They claim that window glass prices 
were about 22 per cent. lower at the end 
of 1921 than they were at the beginning, 
and that this offsets all the decrease 
made in the cost of production.

Aside from a rather sharp decline at 
one time in cottonseed oil futures, the 
position of cottonseed prices did not 
undergo much change during the past 
week. Business in southern markets 
was quiet as a rule, owing partly to 
the fact that some of the oil mills are 
still closed down. A resumption of 
operations is expected in the near fu- 
ture, however, followed by some broad- 
ening of trade. 

Crude oil was easier in some south- 
ern markets, with the offerings gener- 
ally light. Bids were reported at 
6.85¢c. per pound in the southeast. te- 
cently there were sales in that section 
at 7.10@7.15¢e. Asked prices, however, 
were 10 to 15 points above bids, and 
there were very few sales reported. 

The decline in refined oil futures in 
the local market followed unfavoraple 
reports from the West regarding finan- 
cial affairs. Weakness in the markets 
for securities and commodities also had 
a depressing effect. On the decline, 
local and southern bulls gave support, 
and this, with covering of shorts, 
caused a rally later on.

Meal was firmer with a rather better 
inquiry reported, though there were no 
transactions of importance. The pros- 
pects were said to be favorable, how- 
ever, for an expansion in business in 
the not distance future. As high as 
$36 was quoted in the southeast for 7 
per cent, meal, and some transactions 
were reported to have occurred on that 
basis. Hulls were quoted at $10.50@

Cottonseed oil futures were irregular, 
declining early in the week and then 
rallying. At one time a rather sharp 
decline occurred, prices falling about 
20 points on the active months. The 
weakness was due to general selling on 
banking troubles at Chicago and un- 
favorable rumors regarding financial 
conditioas in other Western cities as 
well as to the recent failure of a large 
commission house with headquarters in 
Chicago and branch offices in New 
York and many other places. Sharp 
declines in securities and also in cot- 
ton, grain and other important com- 
modities contributed to the depression. 

There was nothing very encouraging 
to believers in higher prices for oil in 
the reports concerning general trade in 
this country. On the contrary, pessi- 
mistic accounts have latterly been re- 
ceived in regard to conditions in some 
important branches of business. Trade 
in lard compound continued slow and 
makers of that product generally held 
aloof from the oil market. With pure 
lard relatively low and underselling 
lard compound, not a few find it dif- 
ficult to resist bearish convictions as 
to the probable course of oil prices 
despite the admitted smallness of the 
cotton crop. 

Estimates as to the

The idea of many is that its figures 
are not likely to exceed 145,000 to 
150,000 barrels as the domestic con- 
sumption and 170,000 barrels as the 
total domestic and foreign takings for 
the month. 

Crude oil weakened, with the de- 
mand light. It is expected that many 
mills which have been closed down 
for about a month will reopen in the 
near future. Some think a resumption 
of operations at the mills is likely to 
be followed by freer offerings of crude 
oil and also by the appearance in this 
market of hedge selling orders, with 
the usual depressing effect. Despite 
labor troubles in the West, stocks of 
lard at Chicago increased 1,645,000 
pounds last month. 

Tenders on January contracts to the 
amount of 1,500 barrels were issued, 
making a total thus far for this month 
of 5,000 barrels. Estimates of the 
quantity still to be tendered on Janu- 
ary range from 2,000 to 5,000 barrels. 
Houses with Chicago and other west- 
ern connections sold at times, sup- 
posedly in part for short account. Cot- 
ton Exchange and Wall Street firms 
also sold, and there was some selling 
attributed to refiners. 

Later on, bull support and covering 
of shorts caused a rally. Although 
crude oil prices weakened here and 
there, the offerings were very light as 
a rule. Many in the South are appar- 
ently as firm as ever in the belief that 
higher prices are certain to be estab- 
lished sooner or later, and meantime 
they are disposed to hold. Current 
prices for crude oil are declared by 
some to be below the cost of produc- 
tion, and supplies in some sections are 
reported to be smaller than is gener- 
ally supposed. 

Another Government ‘report on the 
cotton ginning is expected in the near 
future. It will cover the period from 
Dec. 13 to 31, and the opinion is ex- 
pressed that it will probably show a 
further material decrease in the quan- 
tity ginned. A report was current to 
the effect that the returns of the Na- 
tional Ginners’ Association for the last 
ginning period were only 120,000 bales, 
and it is believed that the Government 
figures will be in that neighborhood. 
Lard futures in the West, after declin- 
ing early in the week, rallied later, 
and recoveries also occurred in grain, 
a fact which had some effect upon 
cottonseed oil, especially as reports 
from Chicago in regard to financial 
conditions were much more favorable 
than earlier intimations. 

The inquiry for lard 
described as somewhat 
instances, although actual business 
was generally limited. Stocks of lard 
compound and cottonseed oil in the 
hands of consumers and dealers are 
believed to be small. The exports of 
cottonseed oil during the 11 months to 
Dec. 1, 1921, amounted to 240,672,563 
pounds according to official returns, or 
97,340,000 pounds more than for the 
same time in the previous year. The 
action of the New Orleans convention 
of cottonseed crushers in opposing a 
permanent tariff on foreign vegetable 
oils and oil seeds was not without: some 
effect upon sentiment here. Stocks of 
lard of all kinds at Chicago on Jan. 3 
were 12,056,000 pounds smaller than 
on the same date last year. 

Some who sold January and March 
made purchases of May and July. 
Switching from the near to the distant 
deliveries was done at differences of

The first week of the new year saw 
a disturbed condition in the petroleum 
market, with an unmistakable tendency 
toward lower prices. The week opened 


with the announcement of a cut of 50c. 
a barrel in the price of Pennsylvania 
crude and reductions of 25c. a barrel 
in several other Eastern fields. It had 
been predicted quite freely that crude 
prices would come down as soon as 
end-of-the-year inventories were out 
of the way, and, because of these pre- 
dictions, the announcement of the 
Eastern reductions made the market 
disposed to expect that lower prices for 
other fields will follow. Pennsylvania 
oil is looked upon as the bellwether 
when it comes to price changes. It 
Was a decline in this oil that led the 
way during the big break of last year, 
and Pennsylvania oil again led the way 
when prices were advanced. 

Some well-posted men in the indus- 
try ventured the opinion that these re- 
ductions did not mean that the prices 
would be reduced in the Western and 
Southern fields, but the trade was far 
from convinced that these predictions 
would prove correct, as it is generally 
admitted that refiners in these fields 
cannot pay present prices for crude 
oils unless they can get more for their 
refined products. For some time past 
it has been evident that crude prices 
and tank wagon prices were both too 
high as compared with the refinery 
prices of gasoline and kerosene. The 
start was made last week toward a 
readjustment by the reduction of the 
price of crude in Eastern fields and 
the cutting of tank wagon prices in 
certain territories. What was actually 
done, however, amounts to little unless 
it is to be taken as an indication that 
a start has been made, which will be 
followed by further reductions both in 
crude oil prices and in the retail prices 
of gasoline and kerosene. 

The last week of the year was a 
record-breaking week in the produc- 
tion of crude oil, and there is every 
reason for believing that production 
will be very heavy during the first 
quarter of this year. No possible 
shortage of crude is in sight, especially 
if the heavy movement of Mexican oil 
to this country continues. There con- 
tinue to be the usual misunderstand- 
ings between producers in Mexico and 
the Mexican Government, but it seems 
that Mexican officials are alive to the 
fact that it would be a ruinous policy 
for the country to shut off the exporta- 
tion of oil. 

The whole market was slowed down 
by the announcement of the cuts in 
crude, and there wag a general dis- 
position to wait and see how far the 
price readjustment would go. of 
course, the distribution of gasoline and 
kerosene at service stations and by 
tank wagons was not affected by these 
conditions, but there seemed to be a 
feeling that lower tank wagon prices 
might increase gasoline consumption, 
and one company announced a cut of 
2c. a gallon in some sections of the 
South, also announcing that in Louisi- 
ana it would take care of the State 
tax, which made the reduction in that 
State a 3c. one. 

In the minor refinery products prices 
were not held steady, and there was a 
manifest disposition to shade, with 
some open quotations of lower prices.

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CRUDE OIL 


The great event in the crude market a reduction of 3c. in that State. 


Was the announcement of lower prices 
in some of the Eastern fields, headed 
by a cut of 50c. a barrel in the price 
of Pennsylvania, which brought it 
down from $4 to $3.50 a barrel. Re- 
ductions of 25c. a barrel were made in 
the Somerset, Cabell and Corning 
fields, and there was a 10c. cut in the 
Ragland field. The new prices are:— 
Cabell, $2.36; Corning, $2.15; Somer- 
set light, $2.40; Somerset heavy, $2.15; 
Ragland, $1.15. It would not be correct 
to say that any surprise was caused 
by the announcement of these new 
prices. It had been generally expected 
that there would be some revision of 
crude prices after the first of the year, 
and it was also expected that if any 
cutting should be done, the price of 
Pennsylvania oil would be the first to 
come down. 

The fact that these cuts were not at 
once followed by the announcement of 
reductions in other fields did not con- 
vince the trade that there would be no 
further reductions, in spite of the fact 
that some oil men expressed the 
opinion that these changes were made 
simply to equalize the prices of East- 
ern and Western crudes. The fact that 
a radical advance had been made in 
crude prices at a time when there was 
no scarcity of oil and no great im- 
provement in the demand for refined 
products caused a feeling of doubt 
then as to the stability of the higher 
prices, and unless there is some im- 
provement in the refinery situation in 
the Central West there will be a dis- 
position to look for a reduction in crude 
quotations much more widespread than 
that which occurred last week. 


REFINED PRODUCTS 


There was a weak undertone to the 
market for all sorts of refined products 
during the period. Reductions were 
announced in the prices of fuel oil and 
in those of lubricating oils. In both of 
these lines, however, values have not 
been well established for some time. 
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There were no changes announced in 
export prices of gasoline or burning 
oils, and no reductions were made in 
tank wagon prices in this section of 
the country. There has been no im- 
provement in the refinery situation in 
the West, where conditions are very 
acute. The decline in the price of 
Pennsylvania crude will, of course, 
help refiners in that section, providing 
there is no reduction in the price of 
refined products. 

The position of the refiner, who is 
not a producer or a distributor, is a 
very difficult one at the present time, 
and many have been forced to close 
down. Reports from different sections 
are to the effect that refiners believe 
that conditions are at their worst at 
the present time, and that later an ad- 
vance in the price of gasoline will re- 
lieve the pressure than is now placed 
upon them by the inequalities of the 
market. Few refiners, unless they have 
connections with the big distributing 
companies, are in a position to do bus- 
iness at present prices for any length 
of time. 

There was a fair export business re- 
ported by some of the large distrib- 
utors last week, but generally it was 
only the movement of goods purchased 
some time ago, as market conditions 
were such as to encourage export buy- 
ers, as well as domestic buyers, to hold 
back, 


Gasoline 


Locally gasoline prices were un- 
changed during the period. This re- 
fers to export and domestic quotations. 
There was a reduction of 2c. a gallon 
in tank wagon prices announced by 
one distributor, whose territory is 
in Louisiana, Tennessee and Arkansas; 
and, as it was announced that in 
Louisiana the tax of le. a gallon would 
be taken care of, the cut amounted to 
At 
this season of the year the consump- 
tion of gasoline is naturally heavier in 
the South than in the North, and all 
the recent reductions in the prices 
quited small consumers have _ been 
made in the South. 

Independent refiners of gasoline are 
having difficult in finding a market for 
their product at anywhere near the cost 
of production, and this fact is holding 
down the output of gasoline to a cer- 
tain extent. Every thing points to a 
record-breaking domestic consumption 
of gasoline this year, and for this rea- 
son there seems to be a basis for the 
claims made that conditions in the 
market must improve, even if price 
remain where they are. The consump- 
tion of gasoline last year was so large 
that there was no ground for complaint 
concerning it, but the trouble was that 
gasoline had to carry more than its 
just share of the burden of the mar- 
ket, because of the slack demand for 
other refined products. 


Illuminating Oils 


There was not much change in the 
situation in regard to kerosene during 
the week. This is the season of the 
year when consumption is at its best, 
and there seems to be no disposition on 
the part of distributors to reduce their 
prices, in spite of the fact that the re- 
finers are finding it difficult to move 
their kerosene at prices which are very 
low as compared with those asked the 
small consumers. 


The export movement of illuminating 
oils last year was much below normal, 
and export buyers are holding back 
at the present time. There was enough 
interest in the market during the pe- 
riod, however, to suggest that a price 
readjustment might result in a material 
improvement in the demand. 


Gas and Fuel Oils 


There is a great accumulation of fuel 
oil in this country at the present time. 
Consumption has not been normal in 
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nor has the export or 
marine demand been what the trade 
would like to see. The heavy impor- 
tations of Mexican oil have, of course, 
had a great deal to do with the sit- 
uation that exists today. If Mexican 
oil continues to pour into this country 
all this year as it did during the last 
part of 1921, the question of taking 
care of all of it promises to be a 
problem, especially if domestic pro- 
duction continues to increase. The fuel 
oil market undoubtedly favors the buys 
ers at this time, and if there were large 
orders to be placed a very low price 
could be obtained. There was a 10G 
a barrel cut in the quoted price of fuel 
oil in barrels in this market during 
the week, but this did not have any ef- 
fect upon the demand. 

The situation in the gas oil market 
is in quite as bad shape as is the mar- 
ket for fuel oil, and refiners are not 
making an effort to recover as much 
as they could if there were a market 
for it at a fair price. Consumers seem 
to be well covered for the time being, 
and are not inclined to take advantage 
of the situation existing in the mar- 
ket, in spite of the fact that they could 
undoubtedly make favorable contracts 


at this time. 


Lubricating Oils 


This class of oils has been moving 
rather slowly for some time in spite 
of the fact that there has been a great 
deal of price shading. Last week the 
market was soft, and prices were in- 
clined downward. Black oil was quoted 
in bulk at around 10c., with the price 
in barrels 5c. higher. Bloomless was 
12c. in bulk, and 5c. higher in barrels 
for 30@31c, gravity. All sorts of lubri- 
cating oils showed the same disposi- 
tion to seek a lower level. 

The poor, demand from Great 
Britain has been a feature of this mar- 
ket for some time, but there is a belief 
that there will be an improvement in 
this business during the present year. 
The domestic demand has been so slow 
that stocks in consumers’ hands must 
be small, and this fact also holds out 
the promise of an improved demand, If 
there was a more settled feeling in the 
general market for petroleum products 
the demand for lubricating oils would 
undoubtedly improve. 


Petrolatums 


There was little out of the ordinary 
in this market during the week. No 
particular weakness was shown, and 
prices held. There is a feeling that 
consumption this year will be larger 
than it was last year. Quotations 
were:—Snow white, 13c. per pound; 
lilly white, 12c.; cream petroleum jelly, 
7ce.; amber, 4%c.; dark amber, 44 c.; 
veterinary, 34%c.; dark green, 2%4c. 


Waxes 


There does not seem to be a large 
enough supply of petroleum waxes in 
first hands to be a weight on the mar- 
ket, as production has been regulated 
with some thought of the demand for 
consumption. There is a shortage in 
a few grades, but the demand is not 
active enough to make it felt. The 
interest in match wax continues to be 
a feature of the market. Quotations 
were:—White, crude scale, 122@126; 
American melting point, 2%4,@3c. per 
pound; 124@126, 2%c.; yellow crude, 124 
@126, 24%4c.; match, 4144c.; semi-refined, 
solid, 122@124, 2%c.; 124@126, 3%c.; 
125@127, 3%c.; fully refined, 118@120, 
34%c.; 123@125, 34c.; 125@127, 3%c.;

Developments of importance were 
lacking in the market for vegetable, 
animal and fish oils, so far as the local 
situation was concerned, but the past 
week a~as not entirely destitute of 
events of more or less interest. Busi- 
ness in general was extremely quiet, 
but there was a noticeable absence of 
selling pressure and prices with but 
few exceptions were maintained in a 
manner that was gratifying to pro- 
ducers, importers and dealers, 

A widely discussed topic in vegetable 
oil circles was the meeting of the In- 
terstate Cottonseed Crushers’ Associa- 
tion at New Orleans. The meeting was 
called for the purpose of voting upon 
the proposed permanent tariff on im- 
portations of foreign vegetable oils. 
The action of the convention in decid- 
ing by a large majority to oppose the 
tariff has strengthened the optimistic 
feeling that exists among many in the 
trade regarding the future. 


The belief is spreading that the coun- 
try is on the threshold of better times 
in which the oil trade is certain to par- 
ticipate. After many weeks of cau- 
tious buying, supplies of oils in the 
hands of consumers and dealers every- 
where are believed to be exceptionally 
small, and with the advance of the 
new year the belief of many is that 
a gradual improvment in business may 
reasonably be expected, 

As already intimated, there were few 
developments of consequence last week 
in the way of price changes, Coconut 
oil was a firm feature of the vegetable 
oil group. Business was on a very 
conservative scale, both here and on 
the Coast, but stocks of all descrip- 
tions have been reduced, and to some 
the tendency of prices seemed to be in 
the direction of somewhat higher levels. 
® Chinawood oil was easy. The in- 
quiry for spot and nearby oil was very 
light and there: were few transactions 
reported in distant positions. Demand 
for corn oil was limited to moderate 
sized lots, and the market was easy 
with some shading of quotations noted 
on crude. There were no new develop- 
ments in commercial olive oily the mar- 
ket being steady at the recent decline 
with the demand confined to small 
quantities. Prime olive oil foots are 
still in small supply and the market 
continued to present the same firm ap- 
pearance that has characterized it in 
recent weeks. 

The call for palm oil was slow, but 
with supplies limited and the primary 
situation strong dealers remained firm 
in their views as to values. The pea- 
nut oil situation presented no new 
features, the market being steady at 
recently prevailing prices with the de- 
mand light. There was no change in 
the position of soya bean oil, demand 
being light with prices generally 
steady. Vegetable tallow was quiet 
and offerings were noted at conces- 
sions. 

Animal products were well main- 
tained as a rule despite the fact that 
domestic and export business was gen- 
erally on a limited scale. Production 
has been curtailed by labor troubles 
in recent weeks and stocks have dimin- 
ished. Tallow and grease remained 
firm at the recent advance with a fair 
inquiry for small quantities noted in 
some quarters. No further advance oc- 
curred in red oil, but the market re- 
tained the firm tone that has been 
noted of late. 

There were no developments of 
striking interest in the fish oil group. 
Buyers were interested only in small 
quantities and the movement of such 
lots was of little consequence even in 
the aggregate. With stocks excep- 
tionally small here and on the Coast, 
however, sellers experienced no dif- 
ficulty in maintaining prices.

VEGETABLE OILS 


General conditions in the market for 
vegetable oils showed little change. 
Trading was quiet as a rule, but sup- 
plies of many oils are small and the 
prevailing tone was steady. The value 
of all the vegetable oils imported dur- 
ing the 11 months to Dec. 1, 1921, was 
$33,538,189, which compares with $101,- 
376,260 in the previous year and $111,- 
963,193 in the same time in 1919. 

CHINA WOOD.—A sale was reported 
of two carloads at lic. per pound in 
barrels, April-May, New York, a var- 
nish maker being the buyer. Aside 
from this there was a lack of develop- 
ments. of interest. Consumers were 
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generally averse to anticipating to any 
extent, and most of the sales reported 
during the period being reviewed were 
limited to comparatively small quan- 
tities. The market was easy with some 
further shading of shipment prices re- 
ported. Quotations at the close were 
as follows:—Spot, 13@13\4c. per 
pound, in barrels; January-February 
shipment from the Coast, 114%4,@11%4e.

Producers an- 
nounced a slight reduction in prices for 
crude oil. The demand for both crude 
and refined was limited. to moderate 
quantities as a rule. At the close quo- 
tations were as follows:—Crude, bar- 
rels, spot, 8.38@8.51c.; crude, tanks, 
New York, 7.50@7.60c.; refined, barrels, 
10.24¢c.; refined, cases, 9.05c.; crude, 
tanks, Chicago, 6%@T7c. Corn cake 
and meal were easier at $41.50 and 
$43.15, respectively, per ton. Exports 
of corn oil during the eleven months 
ended with November, 1921, were 
4,029,225 pounds against 10,584,524 
pounds in the same time in 1920 and 
6,019,510 pounds in 1919. “xports of 
cake and meal during the same time 
were 4,206,092 pounds in 1921 against 
130,613 pounds in 1920 and 963,980 
pounds in 1919. 

OLIVE.—There were no new devel- 
opments in commercial oil. The de- 
mand was light, but there was no in- 
crease in offerings and the market re- 
mained steady at the recent decline to 
$1.10 per gallon. Importations during 
the 11 months ended with November 
last were 506,491 gallons against 63,251 
gallons in the same time in 1920, and 
196,529 gallons in 1919. Edible oil was 
quiet and steady at $1.85@2 per gallon. 
Olive oil foots were quiet, but sup- 
plies are limited and the market re- 
mained firm at 8144@8%c. per pound 
for prime green. 

PALM.—The demand was limited to 
small quantities, but owing to the re- 
cent advance abroad and the smallness 
of supplies here the market retained 
a firm tone. Supplies of Lagos in some 
quarters have been cleaned up. At the 
close quotations were as follows:—La- 
gos, spot, 7% @8c.; shipment, 7% @8c.; 
Niger, 6%@7c.; Bonny Old Calabar, 7

Olive Oil Outlook Varies in European 


Countries 
Sasserno, Piccon & Maunier, Nice, 
France, represented by U. H. Dudley & 
Co., 100 Varick street, this city, report 
that the coming olive oil season in that 
country will, on the whole, be a good one, 
as the crop promises well in quality. Al- 
though prolonged drought has reduced the 
qnantity of the olive yield, the oil content 
is reported to be high. 
Similar conditions are said to obtain 
in Italy, but the Spanish crop offers little 
promise of an average yield. <A _ short 
crop is also reported in other Mediter- 

ranian producing sections. 


India’s Peanut Acreage Greater Than 
Last Year 


The first forecast of the Government of 
India for the 1921-22 peanut crop from 
the three provinces of Madras, Burma 
and Bombay, which comprise 99 per cent. 
of the area of British India devoted to 
peanuts, gives the area planted to the end 
of September, 1921, as 1,046,000 acres for 
Madras, 272,000 acres for Burma, and 
171.000 acres for Bombay. including the 
Indian States, a total of 1,489,000 acres, 
which is 42,000 acres, or 3 per cent., 
greater than the area reported at the 
same time last year, increases of 40,000 
acres in Bombay and 5,000 acres in Ma- 
dras being offset by a decline of 3,000 
acres in Burma. On the basis of the 
ratios of the first forecasts to the final 
forecasts in previous years, taking into 
consideration the detailed conditions re- 
ported for each of these provinces, it 
seems probable that the final general 
memoranda issued about the middle of 
February will give about 1,900,000 as the 
ultimate acreage. 

Although the deficiency of early 
in Burma has been compensated some- 
what by later rains, the outturn of this 
province probably will be somewhat below 
normal. Certain parts of Bombay have 
also suffered from a lack of rain, but the 
yield of the province as a whole probably 
will be nearly normal. The report gives 
no indication of the crop conditions in 
Madras, in which lies about 74 per cent. 
of the area, but it is probable that the 
total yield will approximate 900,000 tons, 
The estimated yields for 1919-20 were 
882,000 tons and for 1920-21, 931,000 
tons. The total exports of peanuts from 
India for the fiscal year 1919-20 was 
111.700 tons; for 1920-21 it was 104,000 
tons.

Business In the drug market during 
the first week of the new year proved 
plainly that no host of buyers had 
drawn up on the boundary of the old 
year with the intention of laying down 
a barrage of orders. Trading squared 
away with little fuss or show. The 
first business day found the market 
very busy—busy with inventory. This 
activity extended throughout the past 
week and served to distract attention 
from the fact that buyers had had no 
sheaf of orders held back for a January 
buying bee. 

Of course, no one expected the mar- 
ket to burst suddenly into brilliant 
action. On the contrary, the more 
thoughtful of the trade desired some- 
thing far greater than that. Those of 
sound vision desired, above all things, 
that activity in the market grow slowly, 
but steadily and _ consistently. A 
gradual pick-up in buying all along 
the line was hoped for; the spectacular 
was not expected or wanted. 

And it is just that slow broadening 
of buying which is predicted for 1922. 
Solid progress is expected because the 
market has been rather thoroughly 
liquidated of high-priced merchandise 
and prices have reached something 
like a normal parity with costs. 

Early reports on inventory progress 
confirm the normality of costs and 
selling prices. Further, an outstand- 
ing feature gleaned from stock taking 
is the fact that, while stocks in some 
instances are larger than desired, noth- 
ing like the top-heavy condition of 
January, 1921, exists. Very conserva- 
tive stocks is the rule, and very little 
material must be subjected to the knife 
cut of inventory revaluation. 

The staggering inventory losses last 
year are, happily, absent in 1922. This 
fact is considered one of the most im- 
portant features of the market—one 
certain to have a marked effect on 
future developments. The market this 
year will at least not have to fight 
against the dead weight of revalued 
high cost goods. And, being relieved 
of that weight, the grade ahead is less 
formidable and the trade feels assured 
that enough momentum has_ been 
gained to carry it well up the hill to 
better business. 

All divisions of the market witness 
this situation. Fine chemicals, drugs 
and pharmaceuticals—a division in 
which there is less of solidity than ap- 
pears in others—evidenced strength in 
mercurials, bismuth salts, cocaine, 
glycerin, codliver oil, the salicylates, 
acetanilid, acetphenetidin and _ the 
iodides. Steadiness ruled in quinine, 
the citrates, bromides, morphine and 
codeine, quicksilver and the ethers. 
Caffeine, strychnine, cream of tartar, 
Rochelle salt, formaldehyde, citric and 
tartaric acids—these were weak and 
subject to adverse conditions. 

The groups showing strength and 
steadiness were those having no 
heavy inventory carryover nor the 
necessity of revaluations for stock 
purposes. The really weak items were 
prominently those in which competi- 
tion with imported material was most 
keen. Stocks of both domestic and im- 
ported materials are largest in the 
weakest and most competitive items. 

The significent developments last 
week were the advance in cocaine and 
the decline in strychnine alkaloid and 
sulphate. These two were the only 
price changes of importance, but both 
tended to emphasize the fact that fine 
chemicals have really been brought to 
a position where sounder. and more 
solid conditions must be reckoned 
with. 

The more satisfying situation in the 
chemical group was parallelled by a 
firm though quiet undertone among 
the botanicals. In this division of the 
market the future seemed reasonably 
assured. Stock values have been but 
little altered in inventories. Losses in 
that direction have been at a minimum 
this year, and this shapes up with the 
steadiness of prices which rules in 
spite of the very limited demand. 

The entire tendency of the period 
was to stand pat on present prices and 
await the gradual improvement in 
sales which all expect. There are no 
towering stocks to be feared, and the 
relatively small inventory carryovers 
are doubled in importance by the cost 
of replacements—which are on a proper 
parity or higher than spot values. 

Price changes of importance were 
made in insect powder and flowers, 
saffron flowers—both higher—in golden 
seal and serpentaria roots, which are 
lower. Firmness was clear in ergot, 
rhubarb root, vanilla, senega and sa- 
saparilla roots. The balance of the bo- 
tanicals were steady. 

Confidence free from any false hope 
was the dominant note for the new 
year in the entire market. No false 
hopes of magical increase in business 
clouded the market. The trade confi- 
dently looked forward to a_ steady 
though slow drift toward bette busi- 
ness.

CAFFEINE.—Imported and _ resale 
goods in quantities of 200° pounds or 
more could be had at $4 per pound. 
Small lots were quoted $4.25 per pound. 
Makers asked $4.85@5.25 per pound. 
Although the above was the price sit- 
uation, it was said that practically no 
business was put through at any price. 

CASTOR OIL.—Moderate and sea- 
sonable demand was noted at un- 
changed prices as follows:—Medicinal, 
barrels, 114%c.; cases, 1214c.; No. 3, bar- 
rels, 1044c.; cases, 1144c. per pound. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 5, 1922. 
_ There is some trade in medicinal castor oil 
in drums, but otherwise the market is quiet. 
Unchanged quotations are no.ed, medicinal 
being offered at 1144@11%c. and the No, 3 at 
10U%@llce. There are some offerings from the 
Coast of Manchurian castor oil in tanks at 
Y@Vec, 
SEATTLE, Dec. 31, 1921. 

The No. 3 grade of castor oil was quoted 
unchanged at Yc, for spot in sellers’ tanks 
and 8@8%4c. for c, i. f. lots. There were no 
deliveries and no inquiries for the industrial 
grades. 

TOKIO, Japan, Dec. 5, 1921. 

Castor oil is in shorter supply. The price of 
crude oil is 24 yen per picul, but it is believed 
that soon no spot business will be possible at 
that figure. tefined oil is quoted at 40 yen per 
100 pounds, 

COCAINE.—Two producers advanced 
prices $1 per ounce, naming $7@7.50 
per ounce for flakes and $7.25@7.75 per 
ounce for crystals, powder and granu- 
lar. However, up to a late hour in the 
week the advance had not become gen- 
eral. One large factor continued to 
accept business at the old schedule of 
$6@6.50 for flake and $6.25@6.75 per 
ounce for crystals, powder and granu- 
lar. 

COCOA BUTTER.—Bulk butter ad- 
vanced to 30@31c. per pound on shrink- 
age in supplies and advanced import 
cost due to higher exchange on pri- 
mary markets. Fingers remained firm 
at 321%,@35c. per pound, but an ad- 
vance was expected. 

CREAM OF TARTAR.— Demand 
broadened considerably under a lower 
price named at 25@26c. per pound for 
imported goods. Reports of shading 
this open figure by %c. were noted, 
but were unconfirmed. Makers quoted 
30c. per pound and stated that they 
had felt the rise in buying to a mod- 
erate extent. 

GLYCERIN.—Refiners reported the 
market firmer all around. Not a great 
deal of prompt shipment business was 
booked, but an improvement in con- 
tracts was noted. The firm position of 
crude, if it continues to exist, was de- 
clared certain to cause a further ad- 
vance in C. P. The present costs of 
raw material were said to warrant 
higher prices than the _ prevailing 
quotation of 16@16%c. per pound for 
C. P. in drums. Sales of soaplye glyc- 
erin were made at 9%4c. per pound, 
with holders’ views generally men- 
tioned at 10c. per pound. Saponifica- 
tion was quoted at 11@12c. per pound, 
according to holder. Foreign crude 
still stands above spot levels, and Eu- 
ropean request leads to the conviction 
that refiners can expect little help from 
toreign shippers. 

The largest domestic holder of crude 
is understood to have 200 cars, more or 
less. Price views of this factor have 
been consistently high for the past 
year, and practically no sales have 
been made. In discussing prices, 12c. 
per pound has been mentioned by this 
holder, who apparently has firm ideas 
and is prepared to store his holdings in 
anticipation of getting the higher val- 
ues expected. It is known that this 
house is now in the market for about 
500 drums, which suggests that new 
production of crude will go into storage. 

_Dynamite glycerin was firm at 15@ 
154e¢c. per pound, six cars having been 
sold at 15c. during the past week. The 
business was worked in the East. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 5, 1922. 

The glycerin market continues firm, with 
considerable inquiry and scant offerings from 
producers. Dynamite glycerin has sold to a 
considerable extent, and holders have advanced 
the price to 15c., drums included. Buyers claim 
this is too high, and at present their best bid 
is 14c., but stocks are light and holders are 
quite firm in their views. There is quite a 
business in small lots of C. P. glycerin, and 
prices have been generally advanced to 15%@ 
léc., in drum lots. Probably most of the busi- 
ness now is being done at the latter price. For 
C. P. glycerin in car lots, for which there js 
practically no demand, the price remains at 
lic., drums extra. There have been sales of 
soaplye glycerin at Y%%c., and holders have 
now advanced to 10c., and some business done 
in a small way. Saponification has be en sold 
at llc., delivered at Eastern ports. Foreign 
crude is offered at 12%c., duty paid. 

HAARLEM OIL.—Domestic goods 
moved moderately at the recent ad- 
vance to $3.50 per gross. Imported oil 
continued under competitive pressure 
induced by new sellers in the market 
and business booked during the period 
was on the basis of $5.40 per gross, a 
figure which the market had to meet in 
most instances, 

HEXAMETHYLENETETRAMINE.— 
Lacking buying interest, spot stocks 
were offered at 68@70c. per pound dur- 
ing the past week and the market 
seemed rather soft at that position. 
Reselling or attempts thereat was an 
element in the easier situation. 

MENTHOL.—Prices were inside at 
$5.25 per pound, with small quantities 
priced as high as $5.50 per pound as to 
seller. There was not a great deal of 
business worked during the week, but 
stocks are so small in importers’ hands 
as to make for a very firm position. 
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Consumers are admitted to hold liberal 
supplies, but there is no reason to ex- 
pect that this will affect prices ad- 
versely, as replacement costs are up in 
Japan and first hands have but narrow 
stocks with which to work. 

NITRATE OF SILVER. — Holidays 
shortened the trading period and prices 
fluctuated within a narrow range. They

PODOPHYLLIN. — The rket was 
firmer at $4.25@4.50 per pound, with 
very small quantities quoted $4.60 per 
pound. Raw material was steady and 
producers indicated that the present 
improved request for manufactured 
goods warranted the slightly higher 
spot price. Some resale goods were re- 
ported in the market. 

QUICKSILVER.—Dullness prevailed 
in all directions, and while spot prices 
were nominally held at $52@55 per 
flask, according to quantity, reports of 
shading down to $51 per flask were 
noted. Some fairly attractive offers of 
shipment metal have been received and 
it was intimated that consumers are 
more inclined to cover wants at such 
levels, taking the chance of foreign 
price movements, than they are to pay 
the higher spot prices. Though quiet, 
the market was setady at the close. 

QUININE.—The market is gradually 
recovering from the shock of the recent 
10c. drop in domestic prices. Imported 
and domestic sulphate stood even at 
60c. per ounce last week and there was 
but the most moderate offering of for- 
eign goods in the market. Reports from 
Japan showed a firm and advancing 
market there. The spot was steady, 
with a good demand noted from the 
consumers of quinine for denaturing 
purposes. Seasonable call came in 
from wholesale druggists and manu- 
facturing pharmaceutical houses. The 
whole was sufficient to support the 
market fairly. 

SALICYLATES.—One maker ad- 
vanced salol and methyl and soda sali- 
cylates late in the week, but the move- 
ment was not made general. That it 
might result in a general readjustment 
in prices was thought possible, al- 
though up to a late hour in the trading 
period nothing had developed. Closing 
prices were as follows:—Acetyl sali- 
cylic acid, 75@80c.; methyl salicylate, 
40@50c.; soda salicylate, 30@32c.; 
salol, 75@80c. per pound. 

STRYCHNINE. — Competition was 
the leading force back of a material 
downward revision in prices named by 
manufacturers at midweek. Alkaloid, 
crystals, was dropped to $1.35 per 
ounce, and powdered to $1.25 per ounce. 
Sulphate declined to $1.05 per ounce 
for crystals and powder in bulk. The 
usual advance was established for 
smaller packages. 

SULPHONMETHANE. — Makers 
named $4.75@5 per pound, but there 
were offerings in the resale market at 
$4 per pound. The goods so offered 
were of standard manufacture and 
packing, representing the product of 
leading houses.

TOKIO, Japan, Dec. 12, 1921. 


The drug market generally is still devoid of 
life and activity, although the visible stock of 
leading commodities has apparently decreased, 
due to the limited scale of importation and 
domestic supply. 

ATROPINE SULPHATE—Is quoted 1.50 yen 
per 3% grams by Tokio producers. . 

CA EINE ALKALOID—Is unchanged at 
10.50 yen per pound. 

CAMPHOR—Is slightly more favorable than 

week, fair business having been started 

y Japanese consumers. The price is un- 
changed. ‘Tablets are quoted at 1.80 yen per 
100 pounds. Slabs are quoted at 1.65 yen per 
100 pounds. Camphor oil is stationary Red 
oil is quoted at 28 yen per picul, white oil 
being quoted at 41 yen per picul. 

COCAINE HYDROCHLORIDE—No interest 
is shown and the price is 12 yen per ounce. 

HEROIN HYDROCHLORIDE—Is as_ dull 
and inactive as ever. It is quoted at 21 yen 
per ounce, 

IODINE—Is still short stocked. Potassium 
iodide is scarce. Iodine is quoted at 7.20 yen 
per pound. Potassium iodide is quoted at 6 
yen per pound, 

MENTHOL—Lively inquiry is being made by 
consumers at home and abroad, The price 
higher. Peppermint oil follows closely. The 
former is quoted at 10.50 yen per kin; the 
latter, 2.80 yen per kin. 

MORPHINE—Hydrochloride remains dull and 
inactive at 19 yen per ounce. 

QUININE—Continues stronger. With the in- 
creasing scarcity of cinchona bark in the drug 
market, the stock of quinine has become much 
smaller. The price is quite strong, although 
large advances are not registered. Quinine 
sulphate is quoted at 1.70 yen to 1.85 yen per 
ounce, Quinine hydrochloride is quoted at 
1.90 yen to 1.95 yen per ounce, 

SANTONIN—Is stationary at 330 yen to 33

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Lacking sustained demand, the market 
is subject to new crop offerings in 
more than average quantity with the 
result that the market opened the new 
year somewhat disorganized. 

DRAGONS BLOOD.—Reeds were 
virtually nominal. Supplies were down 
to a few pounds closely held at the 
nominal figure of 75@76c. per pound. 
Very little buying would exhaust all 
holdings. However, purchases for re- 
placement have recently been made 
and relief from current shortage 1s in 
prospect. 

ERGOT.—Nominally the market de- 
clined to $1.03@1.05 per pound, with 
one holder intimating that a bid at 
$1.02 per pound might be accepted. In 
shipment position, sales have been 
made recently at $1.05 per pound, and 
one cable received last week quoted 
that figure for goods in bond. The 
price represented a material advance, 
previous advices having mentioned the 
Spanish market as low as $8bdc. per 
pound. The spot decline rendered un- 
certain the reliability of the shipment 
price. Most factors on spot are mod- 
erately bullish over the future feeling 
that the world supply of ergot is less 
this year than it was a year ago, and 
consumption has declined but little. 
The results of cables last week was to 
confirm the conviction that recent de- 
clines in Spain were manipulative. 

LYCOPODIUM.— Quotations continue 
to decline, closing at $1.25@1.30 per 
pound, but market sentiment tended 
toward the belief that firm business 
for a large quantity would receive fa- 
vorable treatment at a shade lower. 
Each decline tends to place the mar- 
ket in better position. As prices ap- 
proach replacement costs the founda- 
tion becomes firmer and tendency to 
shade values is lessened. However, 
the market at present is well stocked 
and demand remains at a minimum of 
low proportions. 

NUX VOMICA.—Spot values held at 
10@1lc. lower per pound for buttons 
and 15@16c. per pound for powdered 
material. Conditions were unchanged, 
being quiet but rather firm despite the 
lack of material demand for either 
form. 

Mail advices from Calcutta reported 
that market firm. Stocks and supplies 
are small. Sales are occasional owing 
chiefly to the high prices demanded. 
Local and country demand is usually 
small. Sellers quote for small ready 
parcels, Rs. 16@18 per Bombay maund, 
weight, loose, for gross quality but- 
tons, according to quality and quantity, 
ex warehouses on the “cash system” 
generally.

COPAIBA.—The new year opened 
steady but without development. Prices 
were maintained in the face of limited 
request and closed as follows:—South 
American, 30@32c.; Para, 26@27c. per 
pound, 

FIR.—A reduction was announced in 
Oregon balsam fir, the price being set 
at $1.30@1.40 per gallon, according to 
quantity. New production in the pri- 
mary market was responsible for the 
lower price, as the new crop was gath- 
ered at somewhat less cost owing 
to the greater availability of labor. 
Canadian balsam held steady at $12@ 
13 per gallon. 

PERU.—Steady at $1.40@1.45 per 
pound, with jobbing quantities held at 
$1.50 per pound in some instances. The 
market was steady, but not subject to 
particular demand, However, some 
factors pointed out that export busi- 
ness has reduced supplies materially 
and an advance would not be unlikely. 

TOLU.—New business over the turn 
of the year was lacking. Some ship- 
ments were made against old orders, 
but on the whole the market was quiet 
and without much interest. Sellers 
quoted 30@35c. per pound at the close.

BLACK HAW. — Primary market 
costs have shown further contraction, 
but the movement was not felt in the 
spot market last week. Sellers indi- 
cated that the recent decline in spot 
prices had been sufficient to take care 
of the primary market movement and 
that spot values are now strictly pro- 
portionate to replacement costs, Bark 
of root closed at 24@25c. per pound 
and bark of tree at 16@17c. per pound. 

CASCARA SAGRADA.—Alleged of- 
fers of 30 cars of 1919 peel at 10c. per 
pound New York were thoroughly dis- 
counted by the spot trade. It was 
claimed that the holdings of 1919 peel 
on the Coast would run far below 30 
cars. In fact, one factor stated that 
the new crop would not run anything 
like that quantity. Spot prices con- 
tinued at 11@18c. per pound, according 
to peel. Not a great deal of interest 
was noted for either domestic or ex- 
port requirements. 

CINCHONA.—The firmer spot posi- 
tion reported at the fag end of last 
year remained dominant throughout 
the past week. Dealers reported very 
moderate holdings of red quills and 
pointed to the small importations over 
the past year to substantiate the 
stronger spot market. Along that line 
it may be stated that importations for 
eleven months ended November 30, 
1921, totaled 1,033,282 pounds, which 
compares with 3,788,978 pounds in the 
same period of 1920. During Novem- 
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ber, 1921, but 16,725 pounds 
landed, as compared with 
pounds in November, 1920. 

Spot prices held at 40@45c. per 
pound for red quills, the price ruling 
according to test. Broken quills stood 
at 18@20c. per pound, and chips were 
to be had at 16@18c. per pound. Yel- 
low bark was quoted 20@22c. per

Supplies in the 
South are understood to be liberal and 
there is considerable tendency to mar- 
ket rapidly a considerable portion of 
the holdings. Despite the short cotton 
crop, ample supplies have been dug 
and owners are now inclined to turn 
this into cash. Closing spot prices were 
noted at 14@16c. per pound, the figures 
to which this material recently de- 
clined. 

ELM.—Competition was 
pal element in a rather dull market 
which prevailed all last week. Con- 
sumption is understood to have 
dropped materially. Just at this time 
there is usually the heaviest demand 
of the year. Owing to the fact that 
sellers begin to think about the mar- 
keting of new crop offerings, there is a 
tendency to dispose of as much. old 
crop as possible, and this has a soften- 
ing tendency on prices. Consumption 
in 1921-1922 is below normal and may 
account for the present position of the 
bark. Prices were unchanged at 30@ 
35c. per pound for selected bark in 
bundles; grinding bark, 14@l6c., and 
powdered material, 16@18c. per pound. 

SASSAFRAS.—Recent revisions have 
left the market very dull so far as de- 
mand is concerned. Buyers remained 
out of the market last week and sellers 
declared that there was no use in at- 
tempting to force demand through 
further cuts in price. They continued 
to name select bark at 23@24c. per 
pound and ordinary at 11@12c. per 
pound. 

WAHOO.—Little support was grant- 
ed this bark last week.

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were lowest at 32c. per pound, and a 
range to 38c. per pound was noted. 
These quotations represented an ad- 
vance over the previously named posi- 
tion and the development was due to 
liberal buying to cover powdering re- 
quirements. Primary market costs have 
advanced, and spot sellers are doing 
nothing but cover the general increased 
cost. 

INSECT POWDER.—Prices have at 
last advanced. Pure powder was quot- 
ed 39@40c. per pound and 50 per cent. 
powder from flowers and stems closed 
at 27@28c. per pound, The higher prices 
have resulted from the liberal contract 
orders which have been placed and 
which required an advance both on 
spot and in foreign markets, The mar- 
ket for powder closed firm with an ad- 
vancing tendency. 

LAVENDER. Scarcity of prime 
quality selected flowers was enough to 
hold sellers’ views firmly at 37@40c. 
per pound. Ordinary flowers were 
quoted 20@25c. per pound, and the of- 
ferings at the inside price were hardly 
of a grade likely to find ready buyers. 
Demand was no better than fair. 

SAFFRON. — Spanish flowers ad- 
vanced to an inside position at $16@ 
16.25 per pound and closed strong at 
that price. Replacement costs are over 
$15 per pound, and reports from the 
primary market declare that the mar- 
ket is very strong, with supplies tightly 
held and scarce. 


Herbs and Leaves 


BUCHU.—Advices from Cape Town 
were lacking, beyond the fact that one 
price of 3s. 6d. per pound was cabled 
but did not attract any orders from the 
New York market. Spot prices stood 
lower at $1.08@1.10 per pound for short 
leaves, and $1@1.05 per pound for long. 
Several factors reported being out of 
stock and awaiting developments in the 
primary market. Market feeling 
seemed to lean to the belief that the 
primary market would soften consider- 
ably when the crop began to move. 
One factor stated that he had heard of 
a proposal at Cape Town to charge an 
export duty on all buchu in place of 
the present crown land tax. In effect, 
this would eliminate the advantage al- 
ways held by sellers of buchu not 
grown on crown lands, such material 
having been exempt from the tax. An 
export tax would hit all alike. 

BELLADONNA.—Only prices were 
quoted; sales were not reported, and 
the market remained dull and inactive 
throughout the past week. Sellers 
quoted 14@16c. per pound as a nominal 
figure for the open market, but in view 
of the continued presence of consider- 
able quantities of depressed goods the 
market was far from sound or steady 
at the prices quoted. 

HENNA.—Spot prices were steady, 
despite the inconsequential character of 
demand experienced by the trade dur- 
ing the past week. Leaves were named 
at 18@20c. per pound, with powder 
commanding 21@22c. per pound. Large 
buyers were not inquiring for supplies, 
and jobbing lots alone formed the bulk 
of the trading for the week. 

LOBELIA.—Recent revisions were 
passed by without attracting attention 
of larger consumers. Closing prices 
noted at 12@13c. per pound. In the 
primary market undertones were far 
from steady, and holders were said to 
be pressing supplies to this market, but 
with indifferent success, 

MARJORAM.—Good average quality 
of marjoram was held firm at 14%@ 
15%c,. per pound, according to quantity 
and seller. There were offerings of 
quality material at as low as 12%c., 
but such did not attract attention of 
consumers owing to the question of 
gradings. 

SAGE.—Greek sage moved forward 
slightly, closing at 4@4%c. per pound. 
However, Dalmatian leaves h ve the 
principal call owing to the superior 
quality of such stock. Prices on the 
latter were noted at 54%@6%c. per 
pound. It was stated that some Italian 
sage had come into the market, but the 
quantity was so small that demand 
promptly removed every pound into 
consumption. 

STRAMONIUM.—Weak and without 
movement of any variety at 13@14c. 
per pound. While outwardly at least 
this material was not pressed strongly 
for liquidation sale, the market actually 
was weak owing to the presence of 
considerable holdings for which no 
buyer exists at the present time. The 
foreign market has lost some of its 
firmness, and bids were solicited in at 
least one instance. 

WITCH HAZEL.—Spot prices were 
slightly lower at 9@9%c. per pound. 
Recent rather large calls having taken 
care of a good share of immédiate re- 
quirements, some sellers weakened the 
price under competition for the jobbing 
business of the past week. The close 
was dull but steady at the above prices. 


Roots 


COLCHICUM.—Importers’ advices 
from the primary market gave color to 
recent belief that prices would go still 
lower. On spot, values were noted at 
13@14c. per pound, but it was stated 
that purchase to import could be done 
at prices which would permit the above 
spot quotations to be shaded. 

DANDELION.—Plenty of spot stock 
was declared available, but no demand 
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exists at the moment. Prices were 
slightly lower at 8@9c. per pound, with 
many holders sticking at 8%c. per 
pound, but reporting no business to 
confirm their views. One factor indi- 
cated that the advent of warm weather 
would likely usher in a period of de- 
pression owing to the necessity of mov- 
ing stock or placing it in cold storage 
for the summer months—the latter be- 
ing very expensive and not favored by 
importers, 

GENTIAN.—Whole root was steady 
at the recent advance to 8@8%c. per 
pound. Jobbing quantities changed 
hands at 9c. per pound, and much of 
business last week was that variety. 
Ground root was quoted 11@11%%c., and 
powdered, at 11% @12c. per pound. 

GOLDEN SEAL.—Quotations were 
lower at $3@3.25 per pound, and from 
the country quantities were said to 
have recently been sold for export at 
$2.75 per pound. Such demand was 
lacking early last week, although to- 
ward the close one cable asking for 
prices was reecived. Powder was easy 
at $3.85@4 per pound, but in small de- 
mand. 

IPECAC.—Information gained on 
spot was to the effect that while spot 
stocks were not large, lack of demand 
made them appear larger than they 
actually were. Prices were statie at 
$1.35@1.40 per pound for whole root: 
$1.60 @1.65 per pound for powdered 
Rio and $1.65@1.70 per pound for pow- 
dered Cartagena. Reports’ received 
from the primary market for Rio were 
slightly bullish, it being said that col- 
lection had been reduced, and that the 
crop market would be relatively small- 
er than last year. 

LADY SLIPPER. — Weak condi- 
tions prevailed on spot owing to the 
freedom of offerings from the primary 
market and lack of response from deal- 
ers and consumers. Prices remained at 
62@65c. per pound, but a firm bid for 
quantity lots at 60c. per pound would 
incite considerable competition between 
dealers. 

RHUBARB.—Practically but one lot 
of spot high-dried root exists, and 
that is likely to disappear within the 
next few days. No option is held on 
the same, but a deal which will clean 
up the spot holding is about completed. 
At this writing, 43@50c. per pound is 
quoted. Sales of flat root at 50c. per 
pound have exhausted spot stocks of 
that variety. 

Reports on spot color the belief that 
importers have been reluctant to buy 
in the Chinese market this year. Hence, 
it is believed, that no large quantity of 
root is afloat to the spot. The fact that 
many dealers have refused to pay 43c. 
per pound to the holder of practically 
the only spot supply led to the belief 
that commitments were actually 
larger than report indicated. Con- 
firmation of the law quality—both dirt 
and impairment of the root through 
other causes—were received last week. 
Most sellers continued bullish. 

SARSAPARILLA.—Mexican root was 
relatively scarce and held firm at 42@ 
48c. per pound, with a little buying 
likely to produce a liberal increase in 
asking prices. Honduras root was also 
firm at the recent advance to 48@50c. 
per pound. 

SERPENTARIA. — Easlfer on spot 
and lower owing to recent purchases 
made in the primary market. The 
closing price was 85@90c. per pound, 
and business was worked at that posi- 
tion during the past week. 

TURMERIC.—Aleppy and Madras 
root were offered at 6@6c. per pound, 
but sellers did not push offerings, as 
they view the tariff prospects as likely 
to increase the value of spot goods 
considerably if such prospects’ be 
enacted. 

Mail advices from Calcutta stated 
that the market is rather quiet but 
very steady. Stocks and supplies are 
small. For local and country consump- 
tion ready parcels are selling ex-ware- 
houses on the “cash system” generally. 
Masulipatam, Rs. 12 to Rs. 16 annas 8; 
Madras and Gopalpore, Rs. 11 annas 14 
to Rs. 16; Pabna and Kushtea, Rs. 9 
to Rs. 11; Daisee and Jaggernathpore, 
Rs. 8 to Rs. 9 per Bombay maund, ac- 
cording to quality. 


Seeds 


ANISE.—Spot conditions held firm, 
with supplies light and an excellent 
demand for parcels. Spanish seed was 
inside at 16@16%c. per pound. Goods 
due to arrive in January were offered 
at 14%@l15c. per pound, Star seed 
held at 15@16c. per pound. 

CARAWAY.—Dutch seed was firmer 
and higher abroad and on spot. Firmer 
exchange and closely held supplies in 
the primary market were back of the 
improvement. At the close of last 
week Dutch seed was quoted 7% @8c. 
per pound. African remained un- 
changed at 7% @8c. per pound. 

CELERY.—Goods afloat and on spot 
were quoted 13@13%c. per pound, with 
the market rather dull and subject 
only to jobbing demands. 

DILL.—The lower prices announced 
during the previous trading period 
proved to be the basis for trade 
throughout the past week. Demand 
was light and strictly jobbing in char- 
acter. Holders were inclined to meet 
buyers’ bids, and at the close 5% @6\c. 
per pound was considered subject to 
shading on firm business.

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to quote 3@3'%c. per pound, although 
some inclination to advance the price 
to 34c. was noted at mid-week. No 
sales confirmed that view, and while a 
slightly firmer undertone was present, 
the market was far from satisfactory. 
The recent improvement has been due 
to the movement of a considerable 
quantity by one large holder, this being 
the first activity for some time past. 

MUSTARD.—Prices remained firm 
and well maintained. Cables from pri- 
mary market points showed that re- 
placement cost on the whole are higher 
than the prevailing spot levels, and as 
supplies in shippers’ hands are not 
large the strong undertone of recent 
date continues unabated. An item of 
note was the recent landing of from 
15 to 25 tons of German yellow seed of 
excellent quality. It was promptly sold 
out at 5@5%c. per pound. Demand for 
this seed of the quality landed is ex- 
cellent. Demand for all grades last 
week was rather irregular, but was 
sufficient to maintain prices as fol- 
lows:—Bari, brown, 10@10%c.; Cali- 
fornia brown, 54@5%c.; Chinese yel- 
low, 5c., nominal; Danish yellow, 54@ 
5%c.; Dutch yellow, 5@5'¢c.; English 
yellow, 6@6%%c. per pound. 

Mail advices from Calcutta reported 
that export demands are small. For 
local and country consumption, ready 
parcels, Rs. 8 to Rs. annas 12 for yel- 
low, Rs. 8 annas 4 to Rs. 8 annas 8 
for brown and Rs. 6 annas 8 to Rs. 7 
annas 12 for rye per Bombay maund, 
weight, loose, according to quality and 
quantity, without guarantee of refrac- 
tion or “Hoomkah” for delivery, ex- 
sellers’ warehouses on the “cash sys- 
tem” generally. For Europe 4 per cent. 
refraction rye mixed brown seed, Rs. 8 
per Bombay maund, weight, with gun- 
nies for early shipment. 

POPPY.—Dutch seed was strong, due 
to stronger exchange, advancing prices 
abroad and a liberal call for spot goods. 
Importers last week stated that there 
is better than an even chance for prices 
to go to 12c, per pound. Holland is still 
shipping old crop seed, the new crop 
being held back, but said not to be as 
large as expected. At the close of last 
week Dutch seed was quoted at 104%@ 
10%c. per pound. Indian blue seed was 
unchanged at 44%@5%4c. per pound. 

QUINCE.—Strong on spot, due to 
real scarcity of prompt delivery sup- 
plies. Demand is not particularly 
pressing at the moment, but sellers 
show no disposition to alter their views 
at $1.50@1.75 per pound. Sales are 
claimed to have been made at both 
ends of the range. 

WORM.—The situation in Levant 
seed on spot is strong. But one holder 
exists and he refuses to consider less 
than $1.45 per pound. Dealers are re- 
selling such seed on the basis of $1.60 
per pound. Stocks are light and re- 
placements are secured with uttermost 
difficulty, owing to conditions prevail- 
ing in Russia. 


Spices 

CASSIA.—Batavia No. 1 advanced 
fractionally to 11144@11%c. per pound, 
due to the steady call for spots. Short 
stick held firm at 10@11c. per pound, 
while No. 3 Batavia was noted at 94@ 
9144c. per pound. Saigon No. 1 was the 
firmest item in the group. Prices were 
maintained at 26@27c. per pound, and 
under present request sellers expect 
further advances. The shipment posi- 
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tion on this grade is entirely against 
domestic consumers. China cassias 
were quiet but steady as follows:—Se- 
lected, in cases, 74,@8c.; broken se- 
lected, 54% @5%c. per pound. Buds con- 
tinued at 10@1l1c. per pound. 

CLOVE.—Demand was quiet and 
prices were slightly softer, but all fac- 
tors agreed that the world supply is re- 
stricted, even allowing for a liberal new 
crop, and in view of demands recently 
asserted in the local market, the feeling 
at the beginning of the new year was 
distinctly bullish. Zanzibars closed at 
35@s86c. per pound. All other grades 
are nominal, 

GINGER.—Cochin ABC root was the 
active material as concerned price de- 
velopment. At the close inside prices 
were 13@14c. per pound and supplies 
were close to nominal position. Lemon 
Cochin was strictly nominal, supplies 
having been entirely exhausted. Other 
grades were quiet but steady. In fact, 
demand was lacking in a major sense, 
but the depleted situation in stocks is 
sufficient to warrant sellers in main- 
taining prices, in the opinion of the 
trade. Closing quotations were:—Co- 
chin ABC, 13@14c.; African, No. 1, and 
Japanese, 9@9%c.; Jamaica, fancy, 
bold, 40@42c.; grinding, 39@40c. per 
pound. 

PEPPERS.—dAleppy black alone 
changed price, advancing to 9%, @10c. 
per pound. Singapore was dull at 9%@ 
10c. per pound, and importers indicated 
that importations would undoubtedly 
decrease owing to the dirty character 
of the goods being received. Lampong 
remained at 7%@S8c. per pound. Im- 
porters declared that there is unques- 
tioned underproduction in the primary 
markets and they therefore expect to 
see very steady markets for some time 
to come. White Singapore closed at 
14@15c. and Muntok at 15@15%c. per 
pound, 

PIMENTO.—But one lot at less than 
4%@4%c. per pound exists on spot, and 
the quality of that offering is such as 
to cause it to be offered at 4c. per 
pound. When that is gone the market 
will be inside at 444@4%c., as it is even 
now for prime quality goods.

BERGAMOT. — Importers 
the foreign market quiet, with little 
interest shown, owing to the very 
small demand on spot at the present 
time. However, holders of spot oil 
would not quote less than $5 per pound 
and several asked $5.50, basing this 
latter price on replacement values. 
BOIS DE ROSE.—A further reduc- 
tion has been made, this time to $2.75@ 
$3 per pound, according to seller and 
quantity. The readjustment was in- 
duced by competitive offers of recently 
landed supplies showing a lowered cost. 
There is much range in the quality of 
spot offerings and some French houses 
declare that prime oil costs much more 
than the present spot price. 
CARVOL.—The recent revision left 
the market weak, as buyers viewed the 
decline as an item indicative of further 
revisions, and hence they remained out 
of the market. Prices at the close 
were noted at $3.25@3.50 per pound. 
CEDAR.—Oil of leaf was slightly 
lower at 73@85c. per pound, according 
to seller and quantity. A fairly liberal 
production has been reported still 
offered in the spot market by first 
hands and not enough of it has been 
taken up to hold first costs firm. Oil 
of wood was quiet at 35@37c. per 
pound, but production is practically at 
a standstill.

$2.30@2.35 per pound. Spice showed a 
declining tendency, due principally to 
lack of sustained buying of either spots 
or futures. The advent of a new crop 
also has had its effect. However, the 
price of oil seemed destined to remain 
at approximately present levels at 
least, owing to the fact that the short- 
age in spice is real and the large crop 
is at least six months away. 

EUCALYPTUS.—The market was 
slightly weaker on appearance of a few 
requests which passed into the com- 
petitive stage and resulted in prices 
being reduced to 43@45c. per pound. 
The close was dull and inactive, with 
no further business of consequence in 
sight. 

LAVENDER.—Oil of flowers was re- 
duced to $2.75@3.25 per pound, accord- 
ing to quantity and quality. Foreign 
offerings have favored importers here, 
and the result has been that there are 
liberal holdings of lower cost oil avail- 
able at favorable prices under compe- 
tition. Spike oil, Spanish, was also 
lower at 90c.@$1 per pound. The 
French oil stood at $1.15@1.25 per 
pound. 

LEMON.—Over-supply on_ spot 
brought out a new low with which to 
begin the new year. Sales were pro- 
jected on the basis of 65@80c. per 
pound, according to brand. Cables 
from abroad indicated that the import 
cost was above the spot and that 
speculators in the primary market 
were again taking an interest. De- 
mand for spot goods was nothing bet- 
ter than routine and held sales down 
to minimum volume. 

LIME.—Expressed oil was steady 
after the sharp break reported last 
week, when $2.50@2.75 per pound was 
done and more business offered at the 
same price. This market last summer 
proved a vast disappointment to im- 
porters, and they declare that imports 
for next summer’s needs will be made 
in accordance with the experience 
gained last year. Distilled oil was un- 
changed at 55@65c. per pound. 

MUSTARD.—Artificial oil was re- 
duced to a basis permitting dealers on 
spot to offer at $3@3.25. Natural oil 
held at $19@20 ner pound, but re- 
ceived practically no demand. The 
easier situation in artificial oil was due 
principally to competition, which has 
been keen. 

PATCHOULI.—This oil was one of 
the few showing any material im- 
provement. A new distillation has 
been made and offered at not less than 
$10.50 per pound. The range goes to 
$11, according to quantity. The high- 
er price was induced by the lower yield 
of oil secured from raw material. 

PEPPERMINT.—Rectified oil of U. 
S. P. test was sold last week at $1.90 
per pound for three round lots. Small- 
er quantities were priced all the way 
up to $2.10 per pound. Natural oil was 
unchanged at $1.70@1.80 per pound. 
Report had it that much of the oil 
now offered cost as low as $1.15@1.25 
per pound in the country. 

PETITGRAIN. — A_ reduction in 
prices on South American oil de- 
veloped under competition for a large 
order for soapmaking purposes. The 
business was booked at $2.10@2.25 per 
pound. French oil was quoted $2.25@ 
2.50 per pound, as to quantity. 

SANDALWOOD.—East Indian oil 
was quoted inside at $7.40@7.60 per 
pound in a market held very steady by 
the relatively firm position of ex- 
change as well as by the moderate sup- 
plies available on_ spot. Demand 
amounts to but little in excess of rou- 
tine requirements, which are satisfied 
by purchases in jobbing volume. At 
the close of the week the trade ex- 
pressed belief in further advances in 
the near future, setting the probable 
minimum at $7.50 per pound. 

SPEARMINT. — The market was 
very steady at $2.50@2.75 per pound. 
Reports from the primary market 
showed that a liberal share of new crop 
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oil has been closed out by the makers, 
leaving present holdings in first hands 
moderate and not subject to heavy 
selling pressure. Spot demand was 
quiet.

LEMON OIL.—Although the demand from 
abroad has been rather quiet during the past 
fortnight, the fact that in many districts the 
production of new crop oil has not begun while 
in others it is proceeding on a very limited 
scale, has prompted holders to be less inclined 
to dispose of their stocks and has encouraged 
speculators to take an interest in the article. 
This has the effect of strengthening the mar- 
ket, which is manifested by a great difficulty 
in finding sellers. 
ORANGE OIL.—Rather neglected at 
tically unchanged prices 
BERGAMOT OIL.—The demand has 
lacking almost entirely for this article. 


GUMS 


The new 
quiet with a somewhat easier trend 
noted in Curacao gum. Prices were 
unchanged, but sellers were more in- 
clined to entertain buyers’ views and 
sold closer to the market than they 
previously had. Cape gum felt this 
easier trend slightly and business was 
booked at a small fraction below pre- 
vious prices. The other kinds of gum 
were unchanged. Closing prices were: 
—Curacao, cases, 7@8c.; Cape, 74%@ 
8'%4c.; Socotrine, 40@41c. per pound. 
ARABIC.—Largest importers de- 
clared that, barring minor fluctuations, 
consumers would stand little chance of 
buying cleaned amber sorts at lower 
than present prices. This gum is one 
of those closest to pre-war values and 
the primary market has been so de- 
pressed as to cancel any real expecta- 
tion of further declines during the next 
quarter. Business last week was con- 
ventional and the close rather dull at 
the following prices:—Firsts, 26@27c.; 
seconds, 22@24c.; cleaned amber sorts, 
10%4,@11c.; white, 20@24c. per pound. 
ASAFOETIDA.—One seller reported 
receipt of a cable to the effect that the 
primary market had abandoned hope 
of doing business with this country and 
was developing the European outlet 
for their supplies. Spot stocks have 
shrunken still more through further 
sales made by holders of consignment 
supplies. Sellers declared boldly that 
this gum would probably be another 
of those materials virtually neglected 
for so long a time that shortage of 
supply comes suddenly and sends prices 
forward abruptly. However, beyond 
reduction of first hand holdings 
through sales to dealers, the market 
lacked much of interest and closed at 
33@35c. per pound for lumps and 60@ 
65c. per pound for powdered material. 
CAMPHOR.—The primary market 
was slightly easier at 74@76c. per 
pound in bond for shipment gum, the 
price applying on both Japanese and 
Chinese gum. On spot, values held 
without change, but were steady at 
90c. per pound for imported slabs. 
There were rumors of offerings at 88c. 
per pound, but firm orders offered at 
that figure failed to produce goods, 
Importers have not lost their bullish 
views and are banking considerably on 
the firm position of crude camphor in 
both Cnina and Japan. It is note- 
worthy that crude was steady at 66@ 
70c. per pound. Advices from Japan 
alleged that celluloid interests there 
had been free buyers of China crude 
as the supply of Japanese product was 
not equal to needs, prices considered. 
American refiners have not been in 
the market for large supplies of crude, 
but they did report a fair out move- 
ment of their refined product. They 
continued to quote 92c. per pound for 
bulk goods in barrels; 93%4c. per 
pound for blocks; 93%c. for squares, 
and 95144.@98c. per pound for tablets, 
the prices on the latter being made 
according to size and packing. 
TRAGACANTH.—The spot market 
was under the depression due princi- 
pally to two causes:—First, the advent 
of lower cost replacements; and sec- 
ond, the very conservative demand for 
consumption which has induced a 
sharper competition between the 
many importers. Prices had been 
pretty well liquidated during the pre- 
vious week, but assertions of shading 
were noted during the period under 
review. No open cut was made and 
no one would admit a lower schedule 
of prices, but the idea persisted up to 
the elose of the following prices:— 
Aleppo, No. 1, $2.65@2.75; No. 2, 
$2.30@2.50; No. 3, $1.50@2; No. 4, 
$1.25@1.40; No. 5, $1%1.10; No. 6, 
75@90c.; sorts, 75c. per pound, Turk- 
ish, No. 1, nominal; No. 2, $1.20@1.50; 
No. 3, $1@1.10; No. 4, 70@80c. per

SHELLAC 


Spot affairs gingered up sharply once 
the new year was in full swing. The 
shortage in goods for January delivery 
already has had the effect of bringing 
out a general rise in quotations, 
although the increase on spot was not 
proportionate to the late-week rise at 
Calcutta. Importers positively de- 
clared that their purchases for Janu- 
ary arrival would run materially be- 
low the needs of consumers. 

This conviction last week led to con- 
servatism in offering to the trade. A 
new list went into the hands of sales-

The first week of the new year 
brought a number of important price 
revisions to view. It did not inaugu- 
rate any expansion in trading, how- 
ever, and a good deal of comment was 
occasioned by the fact. It was pointed 
out that December, had been a com- 
paratively active ménth. Sales of some 
of the heavy cheMicals exceeded in 
volume the entiré transactions of the 
previous six months. But so far this 
month consumers have responded very 
meagerly to the inducements put out 
by producers. 

The announcement of 1922 prices for 
a number of items that are largely sold 
on contract disclosed the fact that al- 
though regular takers had been offered 
the more attractive prices some time 
ago, they refused to take advantage of 
them, and preferred to await develop- 
ments, trusting to luck to satisfy re- 
quirements ag their operations neces- 
sitated. 

Featuring the market first came the 
reduction in silicate of soda named by 
all the leading makers. Reductions 
followed rapidly in lead acetate, barium 
chloride, calcium chloride, and alkalies, 
with the exception of bleaching powder. 
On the other hand, there were advances 
in white arsenic, tin crystals, and pot- 
ash chlorate of foreign origin. Some 
of the declines were expected; others 
came more or less as a surprise. The 
cut in lead acetate was hardly ex- 
pected, although the market has ruled 
dull for some time now and supplies 
were known to be extremely heavy. 
The metal has remained comparatively 
stationary for the past two months or 
so, displaying, if anything, an upward 
tendency; consumers rather believed 
prices would be held steady. Tin crys- 
tals were marked sharply higher, and, 
while the advance was expected, it was 
sharper than expected. Other tin prod- 
ucts have been advancing during the 
past month on account of the strength 
in the metal. Recently oxide went up 
2c.; the crystals were up 1c. 

Both soda ash and caustic eased off, 
the latter, however, to a much greater 
extent than ash. Supplies of ash 
proved light on spot, and while there 
was some pressure on the part of sell- 
ers, prices have not broken to any ap- 
preciable extent. Caustic soda, much 
more abundant, and in lighter demand 
also, came in for the major dumping, 
and closed 10c. lower. In both in- 
stances producers had lowered quota- 
tions for work’s shipments from 5c. 
to 10c. Bleaching powder proved an 
exception to the weak tone in alkalies, 
and was quite firm. Imported material 
has been selling briskly and leading 
factors in that branch reported a sold 
up position. No let up in orders was 
reported, although business was not 
being accepted for delivery before the 
middle of February. Prices were 
slightly firmer there. Domestic pro- 
ducers were steady in their views, and 
the opinion was that a strong market 
would be maintained. 

Price shading was still to be found 
among the dealers. First hands, also, 
were not averse to slicing a few cents 
off to secure an order. One factor, in 
refusing to follow a reduction named 
by other producers, stated that there 
was not sufficient demand to make the 
change worth while, 

Generally speaking, there were only 
a few active items last week. ‘For the 
most part the list merely marked time. 
Reductions were looked upon somewhat 
in the light that clearing a ship’s deck 
might be regarded—preparations for 
battle. In this case the objective was 
business, and the only way to get it 
seemed to be to cut prices.

had a firm undertone on account of the 
cleaning up of so much foreign goods. 
Replacement prices for lump made a 
4c. spot price necessary if any money 
was to be made. Domestic producers 
were meeting the competition from 
foreign and getting some _ business. 
Quotations were 3144,@5%c. per pound. 
Chrome grades were in usual routine 
request, and neither potash nor am- 
monia presented especial feature. 
Quotations were 744@8c. for antmonia 
and 6144@7c. for potash. 

ALUMINA SULPHATE. — Demand 
from paper mills continued good, and 
waterworks were also active inquirers. 
There seemed no signs of let-up in call 
for this material, which has been one 
of the most consistently active during 
the past few months. Quotations were 
$2.50@2.75 per 100 pounds for iron- 
free, and $1.60@2 for commercial. Im- 
ported was eliminated. 

ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—Light was 
fairly active, but the market lacked 
snap; orders were confined to narrow 
limits. Prices were 20@22c. per pound. 
Heavy ranged 8c. to 8%c. and was slow. 

AMMONIA AQUA.—The market was 
looking up and factors were inclined to 
believe that platers were at last going 
to enter for the usual quantities cus- 
tomarily taken by that trade. In- 
quiries were numerous, although most- 
ly for small quantities, which further 
strengthened that theory. Quotations 
were, per pound:—26-degree, 7144@9c.; 
20-degree, 64%4@74c.; and 16-degree, 
5@5l4he. 

AMMONIA ANHYDROUS. -— The 
market continued quiet last week and 
the recent reduction in prices does not 
seem to have stimulated demand to 
any appreciable extent. Transactions 
were entirely routine. Quotations were 
30@33c. per pound. 

AMMONIA CARBONATE.—Quota- 
tions ranged from 9@10c. per pound. 
Demand was pretty good, and whereas 
there have been extremely heavy im- 
portations during the past month, 
stocks on spot did not seem to be ex- 
cessive, and the tone was very steady. 

AMMONIA NITRATE.—The Gov- 
ernment offered the surplus army store 
of 3,247,000 pounds in lots of not less 
than 100,000 pounds at the best bid 
prices. Bids were received last week. 
Leading factors in the trade did not 
think that the sale would affect the 
market greatly, as it was pointed out 
the material was old, and that to carry 
this chemical for long, results in dete- 
rioration of the quality. The market 
was extremely dull, and quotations 
down to 6@7c. per pound prevailed. 
Sales in a small way were made for 
gas oxidization purposes. 

AMMONIAC SAL.—Lack of demand 
led to some lower prices for imported. 
Domestic was unchanged. The close 
was as follows, per pound:—Gray, 6@ 
and white granular, 6% @7Mc. 
was in steady request with 
none too generous and prices 
15@20c, per pound. 
POWDER.—Imported 
was in excellent demand, and dealers 
reported a sold-up condition. One fac- 
tor was unable to accept any business 
delivery after the middle

per pound; red, 16 to 17 per cent., 20@ 
22c.; and golden, 24@25c. 

ARSENIC.—Odd lots of white pow- 
dered were available in the resale mar- 
ket occasionally at 644c. per pound, but 
it was doubtful if any large quantity 
could have been secured except through 
regular channels, and none of the large 
holders quoted below 6%4@7c. The 
market has firmed up considerably, due 
to the approach of the season of heavy 
buying. German material was out of 
the market, but Japanese goods began 
to figure prominently in trade, and 
were quoted at 6c. for shipment. Sales 
at 6%c. occurred Friday. 

BARIUM PRODUCTS.— Domestic 
chloride eased off to $50 per ton last 
week. Imported was $52@53 on spot, 
with shipments at $50. Domestic pro- 
ducers were determined to get hold of 
the market, and to that end were keep- 
ing prices at the lowest possible levels. 
Carbonate was about $2 higher. Sales 
for shipment were made at $45 and 
spot was $50. 3inoxide was dull but 
steady at 20@23c. per pound. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—South American 
inquiry was active, and presented the 
rosiest spot in last week’s market. Do- 
mestic demand began to pick up and 
sales of a number of carloads to the 
color trade were reported. Quotations 
were steady at $5.65@5.75 per 100 
pounds. Competition from imported 
no longer figured. 

BRIMSTONE.—Contract deliveries 
proceeded along steadily, and the mar- 
ket presented nothing of novelty. Quo- 
tations per long ton were $15 at the 
mines and up to $18 on spot. 

CALCIUM CHLORIDE.—Producers 
quoted on an easier basis at $24@30 
per ton in carlots at works. Demand 
was improving rapidly. This is the 
season when demand begins to pick up 
and factors stated that every day 
brought fresh inquiries and orders in 
greater volume. 

CARBON BISULPHIDE.—Demand 
was poor, but prices held steady be- 
cause producers are not heavily 
stocked. Quotations were 6@7c. per 
pound. 


CARBON TETRACHLORIDE.—Not 
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much improvement is expected in this 
section until the rubber trade gets back 
to normal. That is normally one of the 
principal consuming industries and at 
present it is severely out of the mar- 
ket. Quotations were 10%@12c. per 
pound in first hands. Resale goods 
were in light volume and hardly to be 
had at less than llc. 

CHLORINE GAS.—Steady with- 
drawal on contracts was noted and the 
market seemed firmly established at 
8@10c, per pound, which leading pro- 
ducers quoted. As the bulk of this ma- 
terial moves on contract the market 
does not present many features from 
week to week, 

COPPERAS. — Supplies increased 
steadily, although one of the leading 
producers was still oversold. Quota- 
tions. were rather easier and while no 
actual reductions occurred there was 
talk of such development among deal- 
ers. At the close crystals were $15@ 
20 per ton, according to packing. 

GLAUBER’S SALT.—Imported was 
quoted around $1 per 100 pounds laid 
down here, but on a large quantity 
some dealers claimed able to better 
that price. Demand was pretty good. 
Spot stocks of imported were not 
heavy. Domestic was quoted as high 
as $2 on spot for small quantities, al- 
though sales at the works were noted 
around $1.40. 

LEAD ACETATE.—Manufacturers 
reduced the prices on all grades le. 
last week, making the new schedule as 
follows, per pound:—Brown broken, 
954@l1lic.; white crystals, 11@12c.; 
white broken, 10446@11%c., and granu- 
lar, 10%@12%c. The dullness that has 
been in evidence for some time was 
attributed as the reason for the de- 
cline. Supplies were very extensive 
and nearly every producer was bur- 
dened by a _ surplus. 3rown broken 
was especially abundant. 

LIME ACETATE.—AIll sorts of ru- 
mors filled the air, but leading factors 
denied that any price other than $1.75 
per 100 pounds was feasible under 
present conditions, Reports of lower 
prices in the West were denied here. 
There was little activity in the market 
either for domestic or export account, 
but factors were maintaining prices, 

POTASH CAUSTIC.—The market 
for imported 88@92 per cent. was 
strong and sales at 6@6\4c. per pound 
were reported by leading sellers. Ship- 
ments were not available below 5%c. 
ec. i. f., and the majority of importers 
quoted at 5.90e. Demand was not as 
heavy as ruled during the last weeks 
of December, but towards the close in- 
quiries began to increase, and a fresh 
buying movement was believed about 
to commence. Offerings from Germany 
continued relatively light, with prices 
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tending higher, and many producers 
unable to do anything for prompt ship- 
ment on account of being oversold. The 
upward trend of the market created a 
great deal of interest, especially on the 
part of domestic producers, Domestic 
was nominally held at 12c. at works, 
but the price was subject to a good 
deal of modification according to the 
sort of inquiries that came in. Do-

POTASH CARBONATE.—There was 
little demand for any grade of car- 
bonate last week and the entire period 
was one of marked depression. Prices 
were markedly weak, and while leading 
holders did not openly quote lower 
prices, there was no denial of shading 
operations on firm bids. Few of those 
came to hand, however, and sales were 
extremely infrequent. Sizable quanti- 
ties were in no demand whatsoever. 
Quotations for 80@85 per cent. were 
414,@5c, per pound, and 96@98 per cent. 
6@12c., according to grade. 

POTASH CHLORATE.—The market 
lacked firmness. Heavy importations 
have upset the tone appreciably, es- 
pecially as there was no great demand 
during the early part of the week. 
Towards the close some very good 
sales were made on spot at the 5\4c., to 
5%c. per pound, and most sellers 
quoted at 5%ec. at the close for German 
stuff. Shipments were not to be had 
at less than 5%c. c. i. f. Finnish ma- 
terial was still plentiful and ranged 
7% @8%c, per pound, according to 
mesh. Domestic was held at 12c. at 
works by producers. 

POTASH CYANIDE. — Quotations 
were 42%@45c. per pound, with de- 
mand along light lines, and prices firm 
on account of small spot stocks, Buy- 


ing lately showed some improvement, * 


but was still on the slow side. 


POTASH PERMANGANATE.—Tech- 
nical grades were extremely weak, as 
importers were able to offer at 12c. 
ce. i. f. Domestic was not available 
below 22c, per pound. Demand was 
not active and spot stocks were of fair 
dimensions. 

SALT CAKE.—Some very good con- 
tracts were reported taken on at prices 
ranging variously from $17 to $17.50 
per ton at works. Demand from glass- 
makers showed improvement, and some 
producers were taking care of about 
as much business as could be con- 
veniently managed. Spot goods ranged 
as high as $25 in small lots. 

SALTPETER.—No changes occurred 
here. Factors reported a steady de- 
mand for small quantities, but nothing 
very exciting, Consumers limited pur- 
chases to routine requirements, and 
there was manifest dislike of antici- 
pating future needs. Crystals were 
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85g@10\%c. per pound; granulated, 7% 
@7%c., and powdered, 9@9\c. 

SODA ACETATE.—Prices were not 
nearly so firm and closing quotations 
were 4@4%c. per pound. Sales were 
reported at the lower figure in some 
directions, but generally viewed, the 
market lacked snap. 

SODA ASH.—Light ash in bags on 
spot was quoted from $1.75 to $1.80 per 
100 pounds ex-store last week. De- 
mand was not active and the market 
dragged the major portion of the week, 
The undertone seemed fairly steady, 
and the feeling of extreme weakness 
that characterized this section a couple 
of weeks previously seemed to have 
been dissipated. Spot holdings were 
not heavy. Producers quoted at $1.35 
@1.60 basis 48 per cent. at works. De- 
mand was only moderate in that direc- 
tion. Dense ash in barrels on spot was 
$2.30@2.40. Contracts were available 
5c. above light ash prices. Imported 
was available in good quantity at $1.50 
ex-dock. 

SODA BICARBONATE.—Producers 
took contracts at $2 per 100 pounds at 
the works. Sales on spot were re- 
ported at $2.50 for small quantities, 
Demand was along routine lines only, 
and the market suffered from the cus- 
tomary first of year dullness. 

SODA BISULPHITE,. — Powdered 
ranged $4.25 to $4.50 per 100 pounds. 
Demand was on the quiet side and sup- 
plies were in good volume, so that 
the undertone remained easy. Dealers 
thought that better could be done on 
round lots under present conditions. 
There was no call at all for liquid 
bisulphite, which was quoted $1.35@ 
1.75. 

SODA CAUSTIC.—Spot trading was 
not active last week. The whole mar- 
ket suffered from the customary Janu- 
ary slump. There was an active in- 
quiry from foreigners, but little busi- 
ness resulted. Factors were inclined 
to believe that the market was being 
felt out and that actual buying for ex- 
port account would not be resumed 
before the first of next month. South 
America continued the most interested 
country. The market was weaker; 
quotations for standard brands were 
$3.70@3.80 per 100 pounds ex-store. 
Producers also quoted lower for ship- 
ments from works at $2.50@2.70 basis 
60 per cent. Interest was not keen. A 
good deal of surprise was expressed at 
the dullness that had so suddenly en- 
veloped the market. There was a very 
active demand during December and 
producers were hard put to take care 
of it all. So far this month there has 
been hardly any, and the export in- 
quiries wre the only feature.

The 
action of domestic producers in reduc- 
ing prices for the first quarter of the 
year has had an effect of automatically 
excluding imported, as dealers found 
European prices too high to permit of 
successful competition. 

SODA SILICO FLUORIDE.—While 
there was not much business transacted 
last week, there was a very good in- 
quiry from paper mills, which were be- 
ginning to line up for the springs re- 
quirements. Quotations were 8@10c. 
per pound. 

SODA NITRITE.—Sales at 6%c. per 
pound were reported in one direction. 
Round lots were to be had at 6c, in 
others. Demand was extremely meager 
and the market weak in tone. Spot 
supplies were in fair volume and deal- 
ers admitted that they had been under- 
estimated. 

SODA SAL.—Sales in barrels were 
reported at $1.40 per 100 pounds at 
works; kegs were quoted $1.65. Spot 
goods ranged to $1.80 in barrels in 
some cases. There was a good demand 
all around. 

SODA SILICATE.—Producers_re- 
duced the price of both grades last 
week, and now offered the 40 degree at 
85c. per 100 pounds in tank cars and 
95c, in drums, at works. The price of 
60 degree has been cut to $2.20 in bar- 
rels. The reduction had apparently 
been largely discounted by the trade, 
as it had very little effect on the mar- 
ket. Contract business for the present 
year has been fairly active and was 
said to measure up well with former 
years. 

SODA SULPHIDE.—Crystals were 
still scarce and ranged from $3 to $3.50 
per 100 pounds on spot. Shipments 
were quoted at $2.85 c. i. f. Demand 
was light. Other grades were more 
plentiful and rather easy in tone, with 
60 per cent, broken, $4.50@5, and 60 
per cent, fused, $4.25@5, according to 
seller. 

SULPHUR PRODUCTS.—Commer- 
cial flour was dull at former prices of 
$1.45@2.10 per 100 pounds. More in- 
terest was shown in superfine at $2@ 
2.90. Chloride ranged 5c. to 6c. per 
pound, and was absolutely flat, with 
supplies heavy. Dioxide was slightly 
easier at 10@14c. per pound. 

TIN PRODUCTS.—Crystals were ad- 
vanced 14c. by producers last week, 
and were 291%4@30c. per pound. Ad- 
vances in the metal were directly re- 
sponsible for the higher prices. Other 
items were so dull that price changes 
could not be successfully inaugurated. 
Oxide was 39@40c. per pound, and 
chloride 9% @10c. 

ZINC PRODUCTS.—Nothing new de- 
veloped here. Prices were steady and 
demand along dull routine lines. Dust 
was about the liveliest item at 8%@9c. 
per pound. Carbonate was 14@1é6c., and 
sulphate 3@314c. Chloride was some- 
what firmer in tone, but prices were 
unchanged. Fused was 5%4@8c. and 
granular 5@9c. 


ACIDS 


The first week of the year brought 
few changes to the market for acids. 
Lower prices for sulphuric 66 degree 
and slight easing off in some of the 
finer acids were about the only devel- 
opments of the week. There was plenty 
of talk about low prices, and rumors 
that quotations were being slashed 
right and left to enliven things, but 
there was little substantiality to any 
of the gossip. 

Acetic acid was reported available at 
low prices from producers on_ the 
grounds that acetate of lime had sold 
recently at $1.50, and that some mak- 
ers based acetic prices on that fact. 
The lower prices were restricted to one 
or two, at most, Western sellers, and 
so far nothing approximating the re- 
ported prices has been heard in the 
East. Producers stated that trading 
was extremely poor, and under the 
circumstances factors would rather 
shade prices than lose business. Sec- 
ond hand offerings were small and re- 
sellers were steering clear of entangle- 
ments with acetic because of its dull- 
ness, 

Citric eased off on spot. Sales were 
mostly fractionally higher than that 
owing to the fact that only small quan- 
tities were involved. Shipment prices 
held quite steady, and importers stated 
a good deal had been contracted for 
for delivery during March and April. 

Tartaric was featureless, Little in- 
terest was shown in it in any direc- 
tion, and activity was entirely of rou- 
tine nature. 

Sulphuric was beginning to move in 
good volume again. Prices for 66 de- 
gree were $1 lower. That figure is 
supposed to represent the inside of the 
market. Factors have been seeding 
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off to that level for some time back, 
and the present announcement only 
brings open quotations in line with 
those at which sales have been made. 
Muriatic was also unsettled. Compe- 
tition between producers is uncom- 
monly keen this year, and prices have 
shown continual unsettlement for some 
time. It was reported that contracts 
for muriatic had been taken on at fully 
2oc. under the schedule. The allega- 
tion did not meet with strenuous de- 
nial in leading selling quarters. As a 
matter of fact, the consensus was that 
the market was about ripe for a thor- 
ough revision and that lower values 
would be seen shortly not only in muri- 
atic but in nitric as well. 

Formic was down to lé6c., but the fact 
caused no comment. Sales recently 
were made at that figure, and it was 
openly named to induce buyers to come 
in more freely. The desired result was 
not yet achieved, 

The following index numbers have 
been compiled from twelve representa- 
tive acids and give an indication of 
the present market situation as com- 
pared with normal times.

The ma- 
jority of sellers held for $1.50, although 
it was known that actual sales had 
been made at less. 

BORIC.—The market presented little 
of feature, but jogged along in the old 
routine rut. Prices were quite steady 
at former levels of 12%@13%c. per 
pound for both powdered and crystals. 

BUTYRIC.—Spot  suppiles of all 
grades were small and prices were firm 
in undertone. Dealers’ shelves were 
practically bare, and there were only 
moderate supplies to be had from first 
hands. Quotations were 70@80c. per 
pound for technical and 90c.@$1 for 
90 per cent. Demand was poor and 
lack of supplies not much remarked. 

CAMPHORIC.—Was very dull, and 
it was doubtful if more than a few 
pounds moved during the week. Quota- 
tions remained at $4.30@4.50 per 
pound. 

CHROMIC.—Demand was along fair 
lines and factors claimed the dullness 
prevalent in the market had not af- 
fected this section as much as some 
others. Quotations were steady at the 
recent reduction to 75@79c. per pound 
for both 98 per cent. and technical, 
containers included.

Phosgene and Prussic Acid Shipping 
Rules Amended 


Order No. 3666 of the 
merce Commission, effective January 5, 
contains the following amended regula- 
tions for the transportation by freight of 
phosgene gas and hydrocyanic acid :— 

In shipping phosgene gas and hydrocyanic 
(prussic) acid, the gaskets (if any) used be- 
tween the protection cap and the neck of the 
cylinder must be replaced for each shipment 
even though they may appear to be in good 
condition.

Enough interest was shown in fer- 
tilizer materials during the first week 
of the new year to give encouragement 
to the trade. There seemed to be a 
feeling that the demand from the South 
might be better than the discouraging 
reports from that section recently had 
led the trade to expect. It was not be- 
cause of any large amount of business 
booked during the period that there 
seemed to be rather more optimism 
manifest, but rather because of the 
increasing interest shown. It was not 
expected that there would be any rush 
to buy simply because 1921 was a thing 
of the past, but the inventory period is 
over and consumers are more inclined 
to give consideration to their probable 
requirements. 

Sulphate of ammonia is in a different 
position from most other fertilizer ma- 
terials, because of the fact that for 
this item it is not necessary to depend 
upon the domestic demand. The Amer- 
ican producers are finding new foreign 
markets for their product right along, 
and are competing with Great Britian 
in markets which in the past took all 
their supplies from England and Scot- 
land. The best customer of this coun- 
try is Japan, but Spain, Italy and Java 
are also among the good customers of 
the American producers. The outlook 
for this industry is decidedly encourag- 
ing, and export shipments, during the 
next few months will be heavy, as pro- 
ducers are well booked ahead. There is 
a scarcity of the material for immediate 
delivery, but no difficulty about taking 
care of forward contracts, and no dis- 
position is manifest to advance the 
price simply because of an active de- 
mand. 

The outlook for the nitrate of soda 
market ig not nearly so encouraging as 
is that for sulphate of ammonia. The 
claim of the importers is, that costs are 
such as to preclude the idea of a price 
reduction, and yet consumers” un- 
doubtedly consider the price high. There 
is a little resale material offering under 
importers’ prices right along, but not 
enough to disturb market conditions 
seriously. There is a call for the mate- 
rial when it can be bought below the 
market, and this fact holds the market 
steady. In gpite of the fact that the de” 
mand for sulphate of ammonia has un- 
doubtedly been much better than that 
for nitrate of soda, the price of the 
former is about 65c. per hundred 
pounds less than it was a year ago, 
while the price of the later is only 
about 40c. per hundred lower. There 
has been no talk as yet of the govern- 
ment selling more of its nitrate hold- 
ings, but it still has large stocks on 
hand. 

The local tankage situation has 
cleared but little. The effect of the 
curtailment of production because of 
packing house labor troubles is still 
felt, and there is very little material 
available for immediate delivery. Few 
orders were booked during the period, 
and some people who had nothing to 
offer for immediate delivery were quot- 
ing away up in the skies, evidently with 
the idea that such a course would 
strengthen the market when the time 
came that they would have material 
to move. There is not enough demand 
just at the present time to cause con- 
sumers to rush in and bid up an empty 
market. 

After having sold some material un- 
der the market, producers of fish scrap 
grew stiffer in their price ideas, but 
did not find qa ready market at the 
prices they were asking last week, in 
spite of the fact that stocks at the fish 
factories have been pretty well reduced. 

The new year began with the acid 
phosphate market in much the same 
position it had been in for a long time 
previous. Buyers are still holding back, 
and can be tempted only when prices 
are very much shaded, Producers look 
upon the future with confidence, for 
the simple reason that they believe that 
it will be impossible for business to 
get any worse than it has been, and be- 
cause last year’s demand was so light 
that stocks must have been reduced. 

Most of the large consumers are al- 
ready under contract for all the pot- 
ashes they will need to supply their 
spring demands. The terms under which 
the sales were made have been much 
discussed, and are understood by every 
one. If any one wanted to buy a whole 
lot he would probably have no diffi- 
culty in securing the same terms as 
have been given by both of the large 
foreign producers to their customers 
who did their buying in groups. There 
is, of course, a scattered demand right 
along, and when brokerg get hold of 
resale goods that can be sold under 
importers’ prices they find no difficulty 
in selling, although the broker who 
could sell muriate at importers’ prices 
would be entitled to a medal. Naturally 
any consumer hesitates about paying 
a price away above that which he 
knows hig competitors are paying. 

Fertilizer men are inclined to think 
that the Southern banks will succeed 


in their efforts to force crop diversifi- 
cation upon the cotton farmers, but 
they are not disposed to believe that 
this will hurt the fertilizer industry. 
It is reported that banks in the cotton 
belt will refuse to advance money this 
spring to farmers who plan to plant 
only cotton. Of course, if this policy 
is faithfully carried out, it will do more 
to force diversification than anything 
else. The land that is planted in other 
crops will need just as much fertilizer 
as the land planted in cotton, but per- 
haps of a little different sort. 

In Spite of the fact that the North- 
ern farmer has had quite as much to 
contend with as has the cotton grower, 
there has not been as much talk of a 
small consumption of fertilizers in 
other sections of the country for the 
coming season as there has been in the 
belt. A normal demand is looked for in 
many sections, although the season 
promises to be late from the standpoint 
of the fertilizer producer.

NITROGEN FERTILIZERS 

COTTONSEED MEAL.—There is 
only a nominal market in this material 
as far as the demand from the fertilizer 
industry is concerned. Cottonseed meal 
would have to be selling at half what 
is asked for it today to make it as 
cheap as some competing materials, if 
only its ammonia value were taken into 
consideration. Brokers are quoted on 
a basis of about $33 per ton, Southeast- 
ern shipping points, for 7 per cent. 
meal, 

BLOOD.—Stocks of blood in this 
market are low at the present time. 
The packing house strike is one reason 
for this, and the fact that little foreign 
blood has reached this port for a long 
time is another. In spite of the fact 
that there was not a very active de- 
mand last week, the undertone of the 
market was firm, and holders were in- 
clined to advance their asking price. 
Before the week was out there seemed 
to be nothing offering at $3.50 per unit, 
and the market was fairly represented 
by a quotation of $3.60@3.75. 

FISH SCRAP.—Fish scrap producers 
were inclined to be stiff in their asking 
prices last week, and there was not 
the talk of price shading that there was 
around Christmas time. In fact, the 
prices asked seemed to discourage buy- 
ing, and there was not much business 
actually booked during the period. Dry 
scrap was quoted at $3.25 and 10c., 
f. o. b. fish factories, and as high as 
$4 and 10c. was asked for ground. Wet, 
which is very scarce in the North, was 
quoted at $2.50 and 50c. per unit, but 
there was little interest shown in this 
material. 

NITRATE OF LIME.—Importers are 
encouraged by the outlook for this 
year’s business, and say consumption 
of this material in this country is in- 
creasing steadily. It is quoted at $40@ 
50 per ton, according to quantity. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—There was a 
disposition on the part of importers 
to advance the spot price to $2.37% 
last week as that had been the quota- 
tion on January delivery when Jan- 
uary was a future delivery. It was 
possible, however, to buy at $2.35, and 
it was also reported that there was 
some resale material offering at $2.30. 
There is not much resale nitrate knock- 
ing about the local market, however. 
In the South, however, there is said 
to be freer resale offerings, at about 
the same level asked for resale ma- 
terial in the New York market. 

Demand last week was not active, 
in spite of the fact that consumers 
have been buying as little as possible 
for a long time. Conditions have been 
against this material for a long time, 
and importers hope for some improve- 
ment during the coming year. There 
is no doubt but that the price asked 
interferes with the demand, but there 
was no hint last week that importers 
had any idea of cutting their quota- 
tions 

SULPHATE OF AMMONTIA.—The 
foreign interest in this material con- 
tinues active, and the outlook is most 
encouraging. As has been reported in 
this column before, producers are well 
sold ahead and there is a scarcity of 
material for immediate delivery. Jan- 
uary exports will be heavy, and pro- 
ducers are busy with their deliveries. 
There was a very good busniess done 
with Japan last year, but the buying 
capacity of that market does not seem 
to have been reached, and there con- 
tiues to be an active inquiry for ex- 
port to that country. There is no 
difficulty experienced by American pro- 
ducers in meeting foreign competition

The 
local producers whose output was cur- 
tailed by the packing house strike 
were busy catching up with December 
commitments, and there was very little 
offering for prompt delivery. This fact 
made it difficult to quote the market, 
as producers, with nothing to deliver, 
asked prices they knew that no one 
would pay in the hope that the trade 
would give ear to these quotations, 
and be accustomed to a higher level 
when there was more goods to move. 
There was, however, no material 
change in market conditions from the 
previous week, and no reason for 
changing the quoted price of $3.25 and 
10 cents per unit for ground and $3 
and 10 cents for unground. There was 
practically no unground offered, how- 
ever, so that quotation was nominal. 


PHOSPHATES 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—The past year 
Was a very poor one in this market. 
In spite of a very much reduced pro- 
duction, makers were not able to keep 
stocks from accumulating on their 
hands. The export demand was very 
disappointing. The demand for super- 
phosphates from abroad in normal 
times comes from countries which 
just now are in the poorest financial 
condition; and, while the foreign de- 
mand for sulphate of ammonia was 
excellent, the export call for acid 
phosphate was very poor, The domestic 
demand was also slack. There has 
been no change in conditions as yet. 

The market continues to hear of 
sales much below the prices openly 
quoted by the producers, and this 
fact continues be against any im- 
provement in the demand. One lead- 
ing handler said last: week that he 
thought that consumers were making 
a mistake and overdoing the matter of 
holding back their business. He added 
that at the present time it seemed that 
if an offer of material at $6 a ton 
should be made the consumer would 
want it at $5. The nominal price for 
16 per cent. is about $10 a ton, but 
sales are being made subject to dis- 
counts, which bring the actual price 
much lower than this, 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.

Last week’s market for coal tar 
products was quiet and devoid of sen- 
sational features of any kind. Under 
the circumstances, price changes 
naturally were few. Transactions 
were limited to the imperative needs 
of the moment, and it was exceedingly 
rare that a consumer would anticipate 
beyond a couple of weeks’ requirements 
at most. With inventories in progress 
or just completed, and no radical 
changes as yet in industrial conditions 
throughout the country to indicate 
which way the pendulum would swing, 
consumers naturally adopted a “go 
slow” policy. There were no transac- 
tions of any importance as regards 
volume. Sales of phenol were of some 
extent, but that was the exception. 
There were a good many inquiries re- 
ceived, but factors regarded the 
majority of these as only feelers put 
out by consumers as a basis for in- 
ventory pricing. Mighty few of them 
turned into anything that looked like 
orders. ; 

A few intermediates were in the 
usual routine demand; but it was un- 
common for orders to exceed minimum 
quantities. Absence of large stocks in 
second hands contributed much to 
what might be called the steadiness of 
the tone. It could hardly be said that 
the market tone was steady—there 
were certainly more weak items than 
otherwise—but there was little life to 
trading and producers were not push- 
ing sales to any extent, so that price 
changes hugged the narrow limits re- 
cent weeks prescribed. There was 
some shading, as usual, but the general 
run of prices held at the former levels, 
although the feeling was that 99 per 


cent. trembled on the verge of decline. 


One of the weakest items was aniline 
oil. Quotations down to 16%c. were 
made at the works, and spot prices 
were sympathetically weaker. Compe- 
tition between makers, excess stocks 
and lack of sustained demand all con- 
tributed to the decline. The recent 
advance in benzol has not put any 
firmness into the tone, although it is 
one of the chief materials employed in 
aniline manufacture. Aniline salt was 
also weak, but there were no changes 
in prices. Ortho toluidine weakened, 
and lower prices were reported. Sup- 
plies were thrown on the market in 
some quantity, and, without any buy- 
ing support worthy the name, the bot- 
tom fell out. Para nitro aniline was 
steady, but the upward movement 
seemed to have come to an abrupt stop. 
First hands were in control of the 
situation, and while supplies were none 
too generous, demand quieted down, 
and there was sufficient competition 
to keep prices pared to the core. 

In dyes a few changes were an- 
nounced. Producers have followed the 
policy of lowering prices from time to 
time as supplies became adequate or 
production costs were reduced. Under 
usual conditions, no profit at all can 
be made on some colors, as they have 
to be sold at such close prices. These 
losses it is customary to make up on 
other colors that can be produced very 
cheaply, so that an even balance is 
maintained. A reduction in Rhoda- 
mine B extra concentrated was noted, 
bringing the price down to $8. This 
color has had a remarkable career dur- 
ing the past couple of years, as at one 
time it was quoted at $40. During the 
past year prices have dropped steadily 
to present levels.

COAL TAR ACIDS 


ANTHRANILIC.—Only a routine de- 
mand was reported. Prices were un- 
changed at $1.30@1.40 per pound for 
refined and $1.10@1.15 for technical. 
Supplies of the latter were in good 
volume and there was little firmness to 
the tone at the close. At least one of 
the large producers was temporarily 
out of the market. 

BENZOIC.—U,. S. P. continued in 
steady demand, despite the season. 
Supplies were more plentiful than a 
month ago, and the tone consequently 
easier, but prices held well at 60@70c. 
per pound. Technical was slow, and 
was weak on account of the freedom 
of offerings at 50@55c. Resale offer- 
ings were in more generous volume 
than for some time, and dealers inti-

mated that under 50c. might have been 
possible on a big order. 

CLEVE.—On the whole, the market 
was quiet. There were no changes in 
quotations of leading producers, and 
resale offerings were small. Supplies 
in second hands were difficult to locate 
in any volume. Quotations were $1.25 
@1.30 per pound, although up to $1.35 
Was named in some directions. 

CRESYLIC.—Demand was along 
light lines, as is customary at this 
time of year. Consumers had not yet 
got inventories out of the way, and 
were consequently laying off buying on 
that account. Despite the dullness, 
spot prices held quite steady at the 
former levels, as it was impossible to 
replace goods here with English acid 
at anything approaching spot quota- 
tions. Factors inclined to believe the 
market in for an upturn as soon as the 
spring buying set in. A number of in- 
quiries drifted in at the close of the 
period, but factors did not take them 
seriously, believing that consumers 
were only getting a line on the market 
for inventory purposes. Light 99 per 
cent. was not very abundant, and 
ranged from 70c. to 75c. per gallon. 
Other grades were plentiful, with 99 
per cent. dark 65@70c. and 95 per cent. 
dark 60@65c. 

GAMMA.— Quotations were held 
nominally unchanged at $2.25@2.50 per 
pound, but producers admitted the 
market unsettled and sales made at 
prices based on quantity required. 
Nothing lower than $2.25 was heard 
openly, but the weakness of the tone 
and the extent of stocks made sales at 
less a probability. 

H.—Producers made no changes in 
their schedules at $1@1.10 per pound. 
As a matter of fact, some quoted con- 
siderably higher. Sales at $1 were 
recorded, however, and with supplies 
abundant, demand slow and competi- 
tion keen, the contention of dealers 
that orders could be filled at 90c. 
seemed not unlikely. Producers ad- 
mitted that the market was not firm at 
th: inside and that an _ exceptional 
order could be dealt with more ad- 
vantageously. An 85c. price circulated 
in some directions was emphatically 
denied. 

METANILIC.— Little feature was 
noted here. Trading was almost at a 
standstill and prices were barely 
steady at the old levels of $1.20@1.25 
per pound. Spot stocks were restricted 
and that probably helped keep the tone 
as steady as it was. 

MONO SULPHONIC. — Quotations 
were $2.40@2.60 per pound, although 
the undertone seemed a trifle firmer 
and one or two refused to shade $2.50 
at the close. No reason could be as- 
signed the firmness, as spot stocks 
were in good volume, demand was 
dull and developments of the week 
gave little basis for such a change. 

NAPHTHIONIC.—Technical was in 
good volume and prices were easy at 
65@70c. per pound. Demand was not 
lively and the marked dragged. Fac- 
tors expected that there would be 
sharp improvement in the course of 
the next two weeks, as already there 
had been some good inquiries. tefined 
was neglected completely, and prices 
were 70@75c. 

NEVILLE AND WINTHER. — 
Makers maintained prices at $1.40@ 
$1.50 per pound. Resale offerings were 
negligible; nothing worthy of consid- 
eration has been offered there for many 
weeks now. Producers reported little 
demand, with supplies available in 
steady volume. Better inquiries have 
come to hand lately, and prospects 
were so good for increased business in 
the near future that some attention 
was turned to increased production.

PHTHALIC.—Anhydride was un- 
changed at 40@45c. per pound. Sales 
were reported at 38c., but no confirma- 
tion could be secured. Leading sellers 
denied shading, and stated the market 
was quite steady. Crude was flat at 
35 @40c. 
PICRIC.—Little of interest has de- 
veloped here. Quotations were gener- 
ally 20@25ic. per pound, according to 
seller. Consumers feel that prices are 
far too high, and that some reductions 
are inevitable. Resale material was 
available around the inside and sales 
of occasional lots at something under 
have occurred. Supplies were irregu- 
lar except in first hands, as dealers 
have an aversion to handling this acid, 
SALICYLIC.—Sales of U. S. P. were 
in some volume, but quantities involved 
in individual transactions were mostly 
small. The undertone was a strong 
one, and prices showed considerable 
range on account of the higher views 
of one producer, who advanced prices 
about two weeks ago. Resale offerings 
were in fair volume, but a good deal 
was of questionable quality. At the 
close prices ranged 22@29c. per pound, 
Technical was offered at 20@22c., with 
occasional inferior stuff available 
slightly under. Not many sales were 
noted, although holders claimed the 
market evidenced improvement and 
that the run of inquiries indicated a 
good call shortly. 
SULPHANILIC.—Producers quoted 
from 26c. to 28c. per pound and re- 
ported a limited routine demand at 
those levels. At the moment the mar- 
ket lacked any particular feature on 
account of the usual dullness «after the 
first of the year and the fact that con- 
sumers were straightening out inven- 
tories. Supplies were narrowly held, 
and one factor practically controlled 


the spot. 
CRUDES 


BENZOL.—There was no let up in 
demand at the advance in prices re- 
ported in the previous issue of the 
Reporter. If anything, there was even 
an increase in the number of inquiries. 
Producers were busy taking care of 
regular contracts and were still unable 
to do any prompt business. Supplies 
of both grades showed considerable 
increase, but deliveries got so far be- 
hind on the recent shortage that it 
will take some time before they are 
caught up. Foreign inquiries came to 
hand with more frequency, and re- 
sumption of that business was hoped 
for in the near future. At the moment 
the lack of ready stocks prevented 
anything being done. Quotations were 
as follows per gallon:—Pure, 29@35c., 
and 90 per cent., 27@33c. There were 
no resale offerings in quantities worthy 
of consideration. Consumers have oc- 
casionally offered a few gallons, and as 
high as 45c. hag been paid for pure in 
that way. 

CREOSOTE. — In routine demand 
only at steady prices of 18@25c. per 
gallon. Supplies were in particularly 
good volume on spot, and desire to 
liquidate was pronounced in some di- 
rections. Only small quantities were 
called for in last week’s transactions.

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CRESOL.—Strictly U. S. P. was 
hardly to be had below 16c. per pound, 
ilthough resale offerings down to 14c.

Some business 
was done at that figure, but the mar- 
ket at the moment suffered from the 
seasonable dullness that affected prac- 
tically the entire list.

NAPHTHA SOLVENT.—Prices held 
at 25@3lc. per gallon. Supplies were 
in small compass, and there was some 
difficulty in taking care of all the re- 
quests that came to hand. The ad- 
vance in benzo] firmed the tone decid- 
edly, but factors did not believe there 
would be any changes here just yet. 

NAPHTHALINE.—Flakes were ex- 
tremely strong and prices tended to 
advance. Refiners quoted at 7@7'%c. 
per pound, and stated that with a con- 
tinuation of the present call for early 
deliveries and crude holding at pre- 
vailing prices some further advance 
was inevitable. Balls were less af- 
fected, as they were in comparatively 
light demand and ranged 8@8%c. Re- 
sale offerings were still available at 
6%c. for flakes, but were not nearly so 
abundant as they have been. Dealers 
tended to tighten up and a pretty stiff 
market was’ generally looked for. 
Crude naphthaline of domestic origin 
was quoted at 3%c. per pound. 

PHENOL.—A very firm tone devel- 
oped as a result of elimination of some 
large quantities of resale material. 
While sales were made at 10%c. per 
pound, dealers were not keen to quote 
below lic. at the close. A lot of 40,000 
pounds awaited disposal, however, and 
dealers thought a substantial share of 
that could be secured below lic. 
Agents were offering government sur- 
plus stocks at 12c. Producers quoted 
to 16c. for white crystals. Most of the 
resale material was off color, although 
otherwise up to test. Some foreign in- 
quiries came to hand, but no actual 
business resulted, as European sellers 
were able to beat American quotations. 

TAR ACID OIL.—More inquiries 
than business was noted in this sec- 
tion. Prices were unchanged, with 25 
per cent. 264%,@29c. per gallon, and 15 
per cent. 21% @25c. 

TOLUOL.—Pure was in steady re- 
quest at firm prices of 30@36c. per gal- 
lon. Supplies were in small compass, 
as they have not yet got back to nor- 
mal, and will not until benzol produc- 
tion is up to present demands and al- 
lows of refining. 

XYLOL.— Demand was extremely 
good at the advance of the previous 
week and factors stated they could 
hardly take care of all the demands 
that came in. Quotations were:—Com- 
mercial, 35@41c. per gallon, and pure, 
45@5lec. 


INTERMEDIATES 


ACETANILIDE TECHNICAL, A 
slightly better demand for technical 
was reported, but spot stocks were still 
plentiful and prevented much enhance- 
ment of values. Quotations at the 
close were 24@28c. per pound. 

ALPHA NAPHTHOL.—Crude was 
in some request, but orders were small 
and hardly extended beyond one or 
two barrels at most. An order for five 
barrels was a rarity and came in for 
comment accordingly. Quotations were 
$1@1.15 per pound, Refined was quiet, 
but prices were steady at former levels 
of $1.10@1.30 per pound, according to 
quantity. 

ALPHA NAPHTHYL AMINE.—First 
hands continued to quote at 30@32c. 
per pound, but resale material was 
quoted down to 27c. Little was to be 
had at that figure, and a more repre- 
sentative second-hand price was 28c. 
Sales at that price were recorded late 
in the week, although at best there was 
little demand in any direction. 

AMIDO AZO BENZOL.—Supplies 
were extremely light on account of the 
fact that production of this inter- 
mediate for the general market has 
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combines two distinct mixing motions—a slow speed mixing and knead- 
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many cases improves your products. 
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largely been dropped. Color makers 
who require it in any quantity for their 
operations have gone into producing it 
themselves in such quantities as suf- 
fice their needs, and consequently very 
little reaches the market. Quotations 
were named at $1.15@1.20 per pound. 

ANILINE OI1L.—No improvement 
was noted in the tone, despite the ad- 
vance in benzol during the previous 
week. As a matter of fact, prices were 
lower at the close, with carloads at 
works 16%c. per pound and smaller 
lots on spot ranging to 18c. Resale 
prices did not vary much from the 17c. 
level, as spot transactions were con- 
fined to small quantities only. Oil for 
red showed no changes at 40@45c., but 
was completely neglected. 

ANILINE SALT.—The market dis- 
played a particularly weak undertone 
on account of increased resale offer- 
ings. Quotations were 24@28c. per 
pound, with sales in a small way at the 
lower figure. An export inquiry was 
reported for Cuban account, but up to 
this writing nothing came of it. 

ANTHRACENE. — Was absolutely 
dead. There was not a suspicion of 
activity in this section, and prices were 
named at the former levels, as follows 
per pound:—80 per cent., 75@80c.; 40 
per cent., 12@1lic., and 25 per cent., 
11@12c. Fair quantities of the last 
two percentages were available in one 
direction, and the holder stated he 
would take almost anything to get 
clear. 

ANTHRAQUINONE.—Sales of sub- 
limed were reported at $1.50@1.75 per 
pound. Demand lately showed some 
improvement as compared with the 
rest of the market's declining activity. 
Spot stocks were in pretty good vol- 
ume, but the general opinion was that 
there was overproduction of this item. 
Utilized almost exclusively in the man- 
ufacture of vat colors, that branch of 
the color trade at the present time is 
practically shut down, so that calls for 
anthraquinone were few and far be- 
tween. Some color makers were pre- 
paring to resume operations during 
March and orders against that month 
have been placed. Paste was in short 
supply and quoted 90c.@$1. 

BENZALDEHYDE. — Expected 
changes in this section did not ma- 
terialize. Technical was in routine de- 
mand at 45@50c. per pound. U. S. P. 
ranged variously from $1.25 to $1.45, 
according to seller. A good deal of 
dissatisfaction was expressed over the 
quality of much that was offered at 
low prices. F. F. C. was quiet at $1.70 
@1.75. 

BENZIDIN E.—Prices were un- 
changed at 90@95c. per pound for base 
and 75@80c. for sulphate. Buying was 
of irregular character and poorly sus- 
tained. The undercurrent was on the 
easy side. The chief movement con- 
sisted to regular contract consumers. 
Resale offerings were not plentiful, and 
all told, the week was a dreary one. 

BENZYL CHLORIDE.—Demand was 
well maintained, despite the season, 
and entitled this intermediate to be 
characterized as one of the active items 
in an otherwise dull list. Supplies 
were in adequate volume, but the sus- 
tained demand has prevented any ac- 
cumulation. First hands had control, 
and that accounted for a steady tone. 
Quotations were 30@35c. per pound for 
95 per cent. and 20@238c. for technical. 

BETA NAPHTHOL.—Technical fell 
out of the limelight. It would have 
been hard to find a duller and more 
uninteresting week in beta than the 
one just closed within recent memory. 
Sales were confined to the narrowest 
routine margin and prices disclosed no 
variations to speak of. Makers still 
quoted at 30c. per pound, with second 
hands quoting a cent under and makers 
not averse to meeting that price on 
firm bids. Sublimed was quiet at 
65 @70c. 

BETA NAPHTHYL AMINE.—Was 
dull, but prices held well, with tech- 
nical $1@1.10 per pound and sublimed 
$1.50@1.55. Demand was only for small 
quantities, and the inclination of con- 
sumers to restrict purchases to the 
lowest possible consistent with opera- 
tions at the moment was particularly 
marked. Resale offerings were not 
heavy and the undercurrent was good. 

CHLOR BENZOL.—Presented no 
new developments and prices were 
easy at 10@l16c. per pound. Resale 
offerings were few and far between 
and first hands were pushing sales to 
any extent. 

DIANISIDINE. — Quotations were 
$4.50@5 per pound. Supplies were 
available in steady volume from pro- 
ducers at those levels, but the market 
was not marked by any particular ac- 
tivity. 

DIETHYL ANILINE.—Demand for 
this intermediate at the moment was 
very light. The market was almost at 
a standstill as regards trading. Sup- 
plies in second hands were practically 
nil. First hands looked for improve- 
ment bef@® the end of the month, as 
some inquiries for early spring deliv- 
eries came to hand. Quotations were 
90c.@$1 per pound. 

DIMETHYL ANILINE.—The market 
was unsettled and prices tended to ease 
off. Competition between first hands 
was keen and kept the tone unsettled. 
Prices ranged from 40c. to 45c. per 
pound, according to seller. There was 
nothing offering in second hands. 

G SALT.—Held quite steady at 70@

Prices were 
not‘particularly firm at those levels 
and factors did not believe they would 
be long maintained, especially if the 
dullness continued, as supplies were 
already somewhat too heavy for every- 
body’s comfort. 

META NITRO PARA TOLUIDINE.

ENGINEERS WANT DYE BAN 


Council Asks That Embargo Be Ex- 
tendad—Patent Reform Urged 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 5, 1922. 

Restoration of the dye embargo to the 
tariff bill is urged in a resolution adopted 
by the American Engineering Council, 
which is in the midst of a_ three-day 
session here at the Cosmos Club. The 
resolution was based on strong repre- 
sentation made to the council by the 
American Chemical Society and the 
American Institute of Chemical Engineers, 
a fund of data having been prepared and 
presented by Prof. M. Bogert, noted 
chemist of Columbia University, to show 
that Germany has experienced no change 
of heart since the war, but is still putting 
forth great efforts in her determination 
again to assume control of the world’s 
supply of dyestuffs. 

Current social, economic and political 
problems are being taken up by the coun- 
cil, including elimination of waste in in- 
dustry ; reform of the U. S. Patent Office. 
where it is felt that present congested 
conditions menace American industry and 
invention; licensing of engineers, engi- 
neering education and industrial research. 

Dr. H. E. Howe, chemist of the Na- 
tional Research Council, was appointed 
chairman of a committee to investigate 
the situation as regards continuous ope- 
ration and processes of American in- 
dustry, the present affecting conditions 
and relevant subjects. 

The meeting, which is being attended 
by representatives from thirty national 
and local engineering societies, terminates 
Friday night with a banquet at which 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover, formerly 
president of the council, is listed as the 
principal speaker.

It would have been hard to find a 
duller or more uninteresting market 
than that of last week. Transactions 
were reduced to the minimum and 
price fluctuations were few and far be- 
tween. The market presented a list- 
less appearance, and there was no snap 
to the little trading which did occur. 
Dyestuffs are always dull at this 
season, but last week they seemed even 
more so than usual. One factor, long 
in the field, stated, however, that he 
did not believe that conditions this 
year were any worse than in any other 
year, but that the long depression made 
the trade see things through particu- 
larly blue glasses. Price changes were 
infrequent; even the chemical section 
failed to provide any fireworks. The 
usual shading tactics were in large 
evidence everywhere, but dealers found 
little chance to exercise them on ac- 
count of the lack of demand. 

The chief event of the week was the 
lower price announced by producers 
for soda bichromate. Contracts re- 
cently were taken on at 7%c., but that 
price has been abandoned in favor of 
7%c. The spot market was hardly able 
to better it any, and supplies have be- 
come so uncertain there that in order 
to secure regular stocks consumers 
have been obliged to approach pro- 
ducers. Now that first hands were 
doing better than dealers, demand was 
expected to show improvement. The 
elimination of resale bichromate has 
done a good deal to get this market on 
a sound basis and inspire consumers 
with sufficient confidence to do a little 
buying. 

Potash prussiate was 1c. higher, with 
spot stocks very scarce and the ma- 
jority of dealers in a sold-up position 
as regards’ shipments. One dealer 
stated that he had placed an order at 
2346c. c. i. f. for prompt shipment, but 
that was exceptional and efforts to 
duplicate the price were unsuccessful. 
Setter than 25c. was impossible on 
spot. 

The rest of the chemical list was 
marked by a reduction of 50c. in soda 
hyposulphite by leading producers and 
by further shaving of the price of pot- 
ash bichromate. Antimony salts 
dragged along wearily, but competition 
was keeping things unsettled, and there 
was not much business to fight over. 
Soda prussiate did not advance further, 
and those closest in touch with the 
situation said the big advance was 
over. The speculative side was in- 
clined to kick itself for not having 
taken better advantage of the boom. 
Many speculators had cold feet in the 
early stages, thinking of the flurry in 
soda bichromate the year before and 
fearing burned fingers until too late. 

Natural dyestuffs were all quiet. 
Albumen eased off slightly, and cutch 
was also slightly lower. Fustic sticks 
came in for a little attention, with the 
result that a lower price was estab- 
lished on a sale of a number of tons.

ALUMINA CHLORIDE.—There was 
so little trading in this chemical that it 
made it difficult to establish actual 
market levels for prices. Quotations 
of 3%@4ec. per pound for 35 per cent 
Baume were named, but sales under 
the inside were reported to have oc- 
curred recently. Supplies were light, 
and were rather narrowly distributed. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—Unsettled con- 
ditions prevailed. Demand was ex- 
tremely light and prices were easy in 
tone. Competition was keen, and while 
quotations as high as 35c. were heard, 
trading went through much _ below 
that level. Most sellers quoted from 
30c. to 34c. per pound, according to 
quantity.

not believe there would be much im- 
provement in the situation until next 
month. Some producers reported a 
few contracts taken on, but consumers 
for the most part seemed content to 
let things slide and to go along on a 
hand-to-mouth policy. 

POTASH PRUSSIATE. — Yellow 
prussiate of potash advanced to 25@ 
26c. per pound early last week and 
stayed there. A sale at 23%4c. c. i. f. 
was recorded, but it was later impos- 
sible to duplicate that price on any 
shipments. The best heard was 24%4c. 
in bond for early shipments. Interest 
at that figure was good and a number 
of dealers were understood to have 
taken on large orders. Spot stocks 
were very scarce, and getting scarcer 
all the time. Sales of small quantities 
at 26c. were noted in the late trading. 
Demand was not as heavy as during 
the previous week, but was holding up 
well. Red was almost impossible to 
obtain on spot at anything consumers 
thought a reasonable price.

large quantities of poor grade seed in 
a market that was lacking in buying 
support of any kind depressed the tone, 
and it was unlikely that dealers would 
have refused to shade prices on firm 
bids. Paste was in some call, but de- 
mand never rose above the routine, and 
prices were hardly firm at 27@30c. per 
pound. 

COCHINEAL.—Rosy black was com- 
pletely off the market, and prices were 
entirely nominal at 35@40c. per pound. 
Importers stated that they would not 
import that grade any more, as it 
proved a poor seller even at best. Spot 
stocks were heavier than for some time 
past, but demand was slower than last 
month, and some factors who looked 
for a quick turnover found their plans 
miscarried. Quotations for the grades 
to be found on spot were steady. Gray 
black, 33@35c., and Teneriffe silver, 
34@35c. 

CUTCH.—There was nothing on 
spot. Shipments of Borneo were 
slightly easier at 34%@3%c. per pound, 
but there was very little interest on the 
part of consumers and few orders have 
been taken on, dealers said. Rangoon 
was quoted at 8%@9c. per pound on 
spot, but was scarce and poor in qual- 
ity when obtainable, as there have been 
no importations for a long time. 

DEXTRINE.—Corn was unchanged 
at $2.45@2.73 per 100 pounds and Brit- 
ish gum at $2.65@2.93. Demand was 
along good lines, and the time of year 
seemed to have affected trading but 
little. Potato dextrines disclosed few 
changes and were very dull. Spot 
stocks of domestic were in good vol- 
ume and ranged 8@9c. per pound. Im- 
ported was not so plentiful, and factors 
were apprehensive of a maintenance 
of the source of supply. Prices were 
7% @8c. 

DIVI DIVI.—Spot stocks continued 
in short supply, and although the mar- 
ket was extremely dull prices were 
comparatively steady at $34@36 per 
ton. Demand consisted entirely of 
small lots; factors stated that sales of 
more than ten tons were rarities. 

EGG YOLK.—Prices continued easy, 
in sympathy with the easier tone in al- 
bumen. There was no demand worthy 
the name, and resale offerings in- 
creased. Some brokers refused to 
handle the material, as they claimed it 
was impossible to dispose of it. Quo- 
tations varied a good deal, according 
to seller, soluble spray ranging from 
35e. to 50c. per pound, and granular, 
20@25c. Spot stocks were abundant of 
both grades. A good deal of poor qual- 
ity soluble has been offered around as 
granular at attractive prices, but con- 
sumers did not bite. 

GAMBIER.—Common on spot was in 
short supply and good demand, so that 
prices held fairly well. Quotations 
were 64% @6%c. per pound, with ship- 
ments 64%c. c. i. f. One dealer stated 
that 6c. could probably be done in that 
direction. Reports of a shortage in 
the East Indies earlier in the season, 
which led to a scramble to cover and 
forced prices up sharply, have proved 
unfounded, and it was now thought 
that supplies would be available in 
good volume from now on. Other 
grades were not plentiful on spot, but 
the shortage was not felt, as there was 
no demand. Quotations were 5%@é6c. 
for plantation and 7@7%c. for Singa- 
pore cubes. 

INDIGO.—There was no demand last 
week, and there were no inquiries re- 
ported either, so that the market re- 
mained in practically nominal position. 
Only two grades were to be had on 
spot, and they were scarce. Manila 
was quoted $1.30 per pound, and Mad- 
ras, 90@95c. 

MYROBALANS.—Ranged from $18 
@22 per ton, according to quality and 
seller. There was very little demand 
and trading almost at a standstill. Spot 
stocks were not heavy, and dealers ex- 
pressed joy that they had got clear of 
stocks. Holders of goods were none 
too enthusiastic about prospects and 
there was considerable pressure exerted 
to make sales. 

NUTGALLS.—Demand was poor, and 
it was almost impossible to move the 
blue galls, which were quoted from 
14c. to 16c. per pound. Dealers re- 
ported distressed lots around as low as 
12c. and sales made at that price. 
There was marked reluctance on the 
part of many brokers to get mixed up 
with galls at all. Chinese were not so 
plentiful, but lack of demand _ took 
away the tone. Quotations were 15 
@16ec. 

SAGO FLOUR.—Quotations were 3% 
@4c. per pound. The market was 
heavily stocked, and there was only a 
routine demand. Prices held well con- 
sidering the dullness, and a continu- 
ation of the firm tone was expected, as 
supplies were in control of strong 
hands.

TAPIOCA FLOUR.—The firmer tone 
developed a couple of weeks back per- 
sisted and prices held at 2%@5ic. per 
pound, according to grade. The chief 
stumbling block to a good market was 
the presence of large quantities of in- 
ferior flour, which tended to depress 
the tone. 

VALONIA.—Presented no features at 
all. Prices remained unchanged, with 
spot stocks in small volume and the 
undertone weak. Demand was meager, 
and importers were afraid to risk fur- 
ther shipments. Beards were $40@42 
per ton; 38 per cent. cups, $38@40, and 
30 per cent. cups, $32@33. 


DYEWOODS 


BARWOOD.—The market was poorly 
supplied with chips, and prices were 
more or less nominal in the absence of 
any buying. Quotations of 5@é6c. per 
pound were named, but no one put any 
faith in them as indicating the real 
market level when firm business was 
around, 

BRAZILWOOD.—Small lots occa- 
sionally reached the market, but the 
absence of any sizable quantities kept 
the tone steady. Prices were quoted 
from $40 to $45 per ton, with ship- 
ments around the inside. The season 
for buying this wood was over and not 
much activity was expected for the 
next couple of months at least. The 
fact that there were only limited offer- 
ings at primary points had some bear- 
ing on the spot, and factors did not be- 
lieve prices would show much change 
for some time to come, 


CAMWOOD.—Chips ranged from 10c. 
to 14c. per pound, but prices were 
nominal in the absence of any busi- 
ness. There was practically no de- 
mand and trading was at a standstill. 
The spot market was supplied only 
with stocks carried over from the 
previous season, and they were not 
plentiful. 

FUSTIC.—saies of fustic sticks at 
$35 per ton were noted. Only a small 
lot changed hands, but it indicated the 
trend of the market. Spot stocks of 
good quality sticks were short, but the 
real active season was long past and 
the scarcity that was noted then has 
been remedied, so that it was impos- 
sible to maintain prices. Chips were 
4@5c. per pound, 

LOGWOOD.—Only the Haitian grade 
was available on spot, quoted at $28@ 
$30 per ton, and in practically no de- 
mand. Supplies of late have shown 
some increase and prices have eased 
off in consequence.

RED SANDERS CHIPS.—There was 
no demand at all and quotations were 
entirely nominal, although some quoted 
from 12c. to 13c. per pound. Sales 
have not been heard of for a long time.

On 
round lots down to 21c. was practica- 
ble. Demand was irregular and poorly 
sustained. Spot stocks were not heavy, 
and replacement prices firm, which 
helped the tone on spot. 

DIVI DIVI.—Was quoted from 4c. to 
5e. per pound for 25 per cent. tannin, 
and in very poor demand. The past 
week was one of the dullest yet experi- 
enced in this market of dull spells. 
Supplies were in good volume, and the 
undertone weak. 

FLAVINE.—Held quite steady at 
former levels of 90@95c. per pound, ac- 
cording to color. First hands had com- 
plete control of the situation and have 
maintained steady for some 
months now. Demand was nothing to 
boast of, and did not extend beyond 
routine channels, 

FUSTIC.—The market ruled very 
quiet, as is customary at this time of 
year.

FUSEL OIL TO COME IN 


Court of Appeals Upholds Exemption 
from Synthetic Cheinical 


Embargo 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4, 1922. 


Exclusive jurisdiction and final author- 
ity of the Secretary of the Treasury in 
the control of importations of synthetic 
organic chemicals, under the emergency 
tariff law, was upheld yesterday when 
the District of Columbia Court of Ap- 
peals decided in favor of the government 
in the fusel oil case, involving suit 
brought some time ago by the Commer- 
cial Solvents Co., of Baltimore, question- 
ing the Secretary’s right to permit un- 
restricted imports of the product. 

The District Supreme Court threw out 
the case on the grounds of lack of juris- 
diction several weeks ago, and the com- 
pany appealed, only to have the appelate 
court affirm the decision. 

In view of this action it is thought 
likely that two similar cases now pend- 
ing in the lower court are as good as 
won by the government. There are suits 
brought by Morana, Inc., New York, im- 
porters, and by the W. T. Rawleigh Co., 
Chicago, manufacturers of toilet prepara- 
tions, medicines and flavoring extracts, to 
partment for the importation of vanillin 
and coumarin. 


Ginso Chemical Co. Gets F. T. C. 
Order to Cease Imitation

The Federal Trade Commission has is- 
sued an order to cease and desist against

rectors, agents, servants and employes to 
cease and desist (1) from simulating the 
trade-mark as registered by a competitor, 
the General Laboratories of Madison, 
Wis.; (2) from appropriating or reproduc- 
ing on any carton, container or package in 
which the respondents market any anti- 
septic, disinfectant and insecticide in in- 
terstate commerce, any instructions, di- 
rections or any information prepared by 
the General Laboratories; (3) and from 
misrepresenting the germicidal strength of 
their products.

BEES.—An advance in foreign 
prices on African wax resulted in spot 
levels moving forward to 15@16c. per 
pound, at which price sales were made 
in quantaties running close to 100 
tons. tegular dealers stated that 
there still existed outside holdings 
amounting to perhaps 20 tons, which 
might be picked up at 14ec. per pound, 
but the situation has swung so firm as 
to render that price subject to quick 
change. Actual cost to import today 
is 15c. per pound. Chilean wax on 
spot was firm at 22@23c. per pound, 
and the shipment offers made futures 
to the trade cost 21%c. per pound. 
Brazilian was on a parity. White pure 
wax followed the upward trend in 
crude and closed 35@39c. per pound. 
Refined was inside at 22@25c. per 
pound, 

CARNAUBA.—Offerings were made 
from the primary market at 124%4@13%c. 
per found for chalky and No. 3 North 
Country, At 12%c, per pound, 50 tons 
of North Country and 20 tons of chalky 
were offered. On spot, chalky was 
quoted 12% @l13c. per pound and North 
Country No. 3 at the same figure. 
However, reports of 12c. goods con- 
tinued to be noted, the stock was al- 
leged to be held by outsiders, but some 
importers treated the idea as a myth. 
The only certain thing was that these 
grades have recently sold in New York 
at 12c, per pound as reported in this 
paper, 

The offerings at 12%c. per pound 
were indisputable and represented a 
decline from figures received previously 
by other importers, 

Consumers appeared well out of the 
market. Nothing like big business was 
possible and trading throughout the 
entire week was of jobbing character 
with an exception or two. The lower 
prices from Brazil at the beginning of 
the new crop shipments to this country 
have developed the idea that present 
prices are high as compared to those to 
which the market is likely to drop. 

Such is the belief of consumers. Im- 
porters are not so entirely bearish and 
continue to remember that early re- 
ports on the crop did not favor low 
prices.

With talk of an export tax in 
Spain, and an import tax in this coun- 
try, pyrites importers have had plenty 
to worry them.

BALTIMORE, Jan. 5, 1922. 


As was to have been expected, the fertilizer 
trade continued to be very quiet during the 
last week, what with a double holiday inter- 
vening and with the attention of people gen- 
erally diverted to the end of the year details. 

FISH SCRAP.—The tone seems to be firmer, 
and the holders of unsold stocks are reported 
asking $3.25 and 10 down the bay, while the 
prices mentioned here are $3.30 and 10 to 
$3.35 ard 10 at Baltimore. There is little 
scrap still in the hands of the producers, who 
expect to place their holdings at asking prices 
before next June. 

TANKAGE.—The situation is unchanged. 
Prospective buyers are busy with year-end 
routine and are not in the market. The fac- 
tures, and hence are not buyers of ammoniates. 
Quotations are about $3.25 and 10 for 11 and 
15 high-grade ground tankage, c. a. f. basis 
Baltimore, and are largely nominal. 

BLOOD.—The market is without change. No 
thought is being given to the crude material 
market, and no significant demand is expected 
at once. For the present, nominally, prices 
are around $%.30, c. a. f, basis Baltimore. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—Decided quiet pre- 
vailed. Producers’ stocks show no important 
decreases and production is held down. Quota- 
tions are still around $10@10.50 for 14 per 
cent. stocks and $1 more for 16 per cent. 
There are rumors current that some business 
has been taken under these figures. 


NITRATE OF SODA.—Some further stiffen- 
ing in the quotations was reported last week, 
with the importers asking $2.40 for spot and 
$2.45 for futures, and with a decided touch of 
firmness evident. The resales are unimportant, 
holders having disposed of their surplus or 
not needed stocks. Buyers who desire prompt 
shipment are obliged to pay importers’ prices. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The quiet mar- 
ket continues and transactions made an ex- 
ceedingly slim showing. Domestic producers 
are getting all the business. Quotations are 
about $2.75 

POTASH.—Quiet prevails and distribution is 
limited. This is due to users of the material 
being covered under contract until April. Very 
little potash is now available for resale. The
